as champion of the struggle 
against collialism and imperia­ 
lism. 
Guindi said both Egypt and 
the Soviet Union have always 
viewed their relationship as one 
of 
close 
cooperation 
on

basis and of comradeship in the 
cause of freedom, and independ­ 
ence for all nations.

acknowledged all along that 
these 
ties 
were 
completely 
different from. Moscow’s ties 
with the East European bloc 
where the Russians have felt 
free to intervene in the affairs 
of its Communist allies. 
UPI diplomatic correspondent 
K. C. Thaler, quoting diplomat­ 
ic sources in London, said the 
Kremlin cannot allow' any sig­ 
nificant shift in Egypt’s align­ 
ment b e c a u s e the Russian 
investment in Egypt runs into 
the b i l l i o n s of dollars. But 
above all Russia’s position in 
the Middle East depends on a 
clear Cairo 
commitment to 
“ continue as was.” 
The Soviet. Union already has 
received repeated pledges from 
the Sadat regime that the Cairo 
purges are chiefly domestic and 
reflect no change in Egypt’s 
foreign relations. But Moscow 
is neither convinced nor satis­ 
fied, the sources said.

Judge Prejudiced, 
Hits At Angela Lawyer

San Quentin inmate Ruchell Magee stopped 
court hearings again today in his and Angela 
Davis’s case by challenging the latest judge 
assigned to hear pretrial motions. 
At the end of the morning 
session at the Marin Hall of 
Justice, which lasted about an 
hour, Magee also denounced 
Miss Davis’s attorney, Howard 
Moore Jr., saying he was “just 
'putting on. a show.” 
Judge Richard E„ Arnason of 
Contra Costa County was chal­ 
lenged by Magee about 10 min-, 
utes a f t e r he had taken the 
bench. The judge, as he pointed 
out, had said little more than 
“good 
morning” 
before 
the 
challenge. 
Magee challenged 
Arnason 
for cause as being prejudiced 
when the j u d g e , as have all 
past judges, refused to halt pro­ 
ceedings pending Magee's de­ 
ni a n d 
that 
the 
case 
be 
transferred to federal court... 
In a, now familiar speech, 
Magee accused Judge .Arnason 
of “driving over my rights,” 
and said he was not “upholding 
the law you have sworn to up­ 
hold.” 
Miss Davis, w'ho along with 
Magee is charged with murder, 
kidnapping, and conspiracy in 
connection 
with the 
August 
shoot-out at the Civic Center, 
sat q u i e t l y looking off into 
space while Magee attacked the 
judge and her attorney. 
Judge Arnason, after a recess 
during which he conferred with 
the lawyers and Judge Samuel 
W. Gardiner, presiding judge of 
Marin Superior Court.,, said, the 
challenge necessitated a. ruling 
by an outside judge on whether 
he is prejudiced. 
No date was set for the next 
court appearances. 
After the judge had made 
this statement, Moore asked 
that charges against Miss Da­ 
vis be dismissed, saying that 


she is “locked into a precedure 
that never gets started.” 
He called it a “horrendous 
punishment” that she has been 
jailed since December and said 
that the prosecuting attorney 
(Albert W. Harris Jr.) has no 
evidence against her. Moore 
also cited a letter written by 
Magee in which the convict said 
Miss Davis was innocent. 
Magee responded by saying 
that if “Mr. Moore was so in­ 
terested in his client” he would 
file a writ of habeas corpus on 
her behalf to get her freed. He 
told Moore that he has over- 
l o o k e d “this remedy that is 
over 5O0 years old” and that he 
was “toying with the law.” 
He also said that Moore had 
not cooperated with him in 
“finding evidence.” 
* * A 1.1 I ever get from, Mr. 
Moore is *we want bail,*:”1 Ma­ 
gee said. 
(Earlier in the session, Magee 
had termed his own court-ap- 
p o i n t e d lawyer, Ernest L. 
Graves of Los Angeles, a Ku

Moore, after court, refused to 
discuss the possibility of asking 
that Miss Davis’s case be se­ 
vered from Magee’s. 
"We want a dismissal,” he 
said firmly. 
He also said Magee’s demand 
that the case be transferred to 
federal, court was premature 
and that no record had yet been, 
made on w h i c h it could be 
shown that the defendants were 
being denied civil, rights. 
Still waiting to be heard are 
nine motions on behalf of Miss 
Davis, including ones that the 
case against her be dismissed 
and that she be released on 
bail.

Natural en­ 
vironment should, be preserved 
along creeks and. streams that 
are not already concreted. 


2. Coastal recreation corridor 
from Golden Gate Headlands to 
Point Reyes Seashore. Much of 
this w ll be permanently open 
in the form of public, parks. 
Resort facilities should be al­ 
lowed in spots along Tómales 
Bay, but concentrated building 
should not be permitted along 
the San Andreas Fault. 


3. The inland rural corridor, 
from the eastern corridor to 
Tom,al.es Bay, including Nica- 
sio, Hicks and. San Gerónimo 
valleys. There, the rural life 
style should, be salvaged, with a 
positive effort to preserve agri­ 
cultural and grazing use. 
Solnit said the countywide 
general plan will be a refine­ 
ment of the city-centered con­ 
cept outline in the regional plan 
drawn up by the Association of 
Bay Area Governments.

1,000 Dead 
In Turkey 
Earthquake 


BINGOL, Turkey (UPI)-The 
government 
said 
today 
the 
death toll has reached 1,000 in 
eastern Turkey’s earthquake 
and reports from isolated vil­ 
lages could drive it higher. Sur- 
v i v o r s in Bingol called the 
quake “The wTath of Allah.” 
The quake that hit Saturday 
night was the second in 10 days 
to strike the country. An earth­ 
quake May 12 tolled 57 persons 
in southwestern Turkey. 
The government officially put 
the death toll at 1,000 but said 
reports still had not been re­ 
ceived from many outlying vil­ 
lages 
in 
this 
mountainous 
region 375 miles east of Ankara. 
The survivors of Bingol, the 
provincial capital of about 18,- 
000 persons, called the latest 
calamity “The wrath of Allah.” 
Women and children were 
among the survivors joining 
army troops brought in by heli­ 
copters in the work of recover­ 
ing bodies. Mule teams making 
t h e i r way up paths on the 
mountainside brought addition­ 
al help and relief supplies. 
Officials said. 80 per cent of 
Bingol’s buildings were dam­ 
aged and unuseable, including 
the post office, the hospital and 
the prison. Officials later were 
able to install emergency power 
in some areas, 
A steady rain throughout 
most of Sunday hampered res­ 
cue work. Helicopters made 
trip after trip from the capital 
to outlying districts dropping 
food supplies, mostly bread. 
Premier Nihat Erim visited 
the area with several members 
of his cabinet Sunday. He or­ 
dered that everything possible 
be done to bring relief to the 
earthquake victims.

world exploded into the crack 
and whistle of small arms fire, 
the crash of mortars, hammer 
of automatic weapons — and 
the sudden screams of wound­ 
ed.

Daring Death 
Is Her Business

It was typical of Catherine M. 
“ Kate” Webb to turn up safe 
and sound two weeks after she 
was given up for dead. 
Once a couple of years ago 
she was freed from her news 
duties in Saigon to take one of 
the periodic “ rest and recupe­ 
ration” leaves UPI reporters 
are given. Instead of taking the 
customary trip to Hong Kong or 
Bangkok, Miss Webb traveled 
to Quant Tri province in the 
northern part of South Vietnam 
where she spent 10 days with 
South Vietnamese troops to see 
how they performed in action. 
Another time during the Tet 
offensive in Saigon in early 1968 
she was caught in a Communist 
barrage on a schoolhouse where 
South Vietnamese colonels were 
holding a strategy meeting. 
Several officers were killed but 
Miss Webb survived, brushing 
off debris to write one of the 
more dramatic stories of the 
day. 
Kate Webb — she dislikes 
being called Catherine — is 
soft-spoken, friendly and gentle 
but underneath she is a tough 
news competitor who believes 
that the way to write a story is 
to be there to see firsthand 
what happens. 
A colleague, in writing what 
he thought was Miss Webb’s 
obituary, in April, said, “She 
appeared as a waif, plodding 
the Saigon streets in a striped 
dress and sandals, her feet al­ 
most as dirty as the sidewalks. 
The waif manner never disap­ 
peared even when she donned 
green fatigues and awkward 
combat boots for trips to the 
field. Her helmet u s u a l l y 
slipped off at inopportune mo­ 
ments and in a heavy flak jack­ 
et, she was almost hidden from 
view. 
“She was not fearless but she 
was brave. She went through 
mortar and rocket attacks, 
landings in disabled helicopters 
and the common battlefield 
dangers of bullets and shrapnel 
and would emerge shaken but 
determined.” 


M i s s Webb was born in 
Christchurch, New Zealand, in 
,1943 and educated in Australia 
where she won a degree in phi­ 
losophy at Melbourne Universi­ 
ty. She worked for the Sydney 
Sunday Mirror and the Sydney 
Daily Mirror before joining 
UPI in Saigon in 1967. 


She interrupted her Indochina 
career for a stint as a member 
of the UPI staff in Pittsburgh, 
Pa., in 1969, and returned to 
Asia late in 1970. She became 
manager of the UPI bureau in 
Phnom Penh, capital of Cam­ 
bodia, following the death of 
Frank Frosch, who was slain 
with UPI photographer Kyoichi 
Sawada in October, 1970. 
On April 7 she disappeared 
while covering a drive by Cam­ 
bodian troops on Highway 4 and 
two weeks later a body identi­ 
fied at the time as hers was 
found in the vicinity. On May 1, 
however, she telephoned the 
UPI bureau in Phnom Penh 
from an outlying town to an­ 
nounce that she was free after 
having been released by the 
Communists.

world exploded into the crack 
and whistle of small arms fire, 
the crash of mortars, hammer 
of automatic weapons — and 
the sudden screams of wound­ 
ed.

Daring Death 
Is Her Business

It was typical of Catherine M. 
“ Kate” Webb to turn up safe 
and sound two weeks after she 
was given up for dead. 
Once a couple of years ago 
she was freed from her news 
duties in Saigon to take one of 
the periodic “rest and recupe­ 
ration” leaves UPI reporters 
are given. Instead of taking the 
customary trip to Hong Kong or 
Bangkok, Miss Webb traveled 
to Quant Tri province in the 
northern part of South Vietnam 
where she spent 10 days with 
South Vietnamese troops to see 
how they performed in action. 
Another time during the Tet 
offensive in Saigon in early 1968 
she was caught in a Communist 
barrage on a schoolhouse where 
South Vietnamese colonels were 
holding a strategy meeting. 
Several officers were killed but 
Miss Webb survived, brushing 
off debris to write one of the 
more dramatic stories of the 
day. 
Kate Webb — she dislikes 
being called Catherine — is 
soft-spoken, friendly and gentle 
but underneath she is a tough 
news competitor who believes 
that the way to write a story is 
to be there to see firsthand 
what happens. 
A colleague, in writing what 
he thought was Miss Webb’s 
obituary, in April, said, “She 
appeared as a waif, plodding 
the Saigon streets in a striped 
dress and sandals, her feet al­ 
most as dirty as the sidewalks. 
The waif manner never disap­ 
peared even when she donned 
green fatigues and awkward 
combat boots for trips to the 
field. Her helmet u s u a l l y 
slipped off at inopportune mo­ 
ments and in a heavy flak jack­ 
et, she was almost hidden from 
view. 
“She was not fearless but she 
was brave. She went through 
m ortar and rocket 
attacks, 
landings in disabled helicopters 
and the common battlefield 
dangers of bullets and shrapnel 
and would emerge shaken but 
determined.” 


M i s s Webb was bom in 
.Christchurch, New Zealand, in 
1943 and educated in Australia 
-where she won a degree in phi­ 
losophy at Melbourne Universi­ 
ty. She worked for the Sydney 
Sunday Mirror and the Sydney 
Daily Mirror before joining 
U PI in Saigon in 1967. 


She interrupted her Indochina 
career for a stint as a member 
of the UPI staff in Pittsburgh, 
Pa., in 1969, and returned to 
Asia late in 1970. She became 
manager of the UPI bureau in 
Phnom Penh, capital of Cam­ 
bodia, following the death of 
Frank Frosch, who was slain 
with UPI photographer Kyoichi 
Sawada in October, 1970. 
On April 7 she disappeared 
while covering a drive by Cam­ 
bodian troops on Highway 4 and 
two weeks later a body identi­ 
fied at the time as hers was 
found in the vicinity.

At Scout-O-Rama 


It was a carnival, a circus 
and an education as some three 
thousand Marin County scouts 
did their thing Saturday after­ 
noon at the annual Scout-O- 
Rama at Forest Meadows in 
San Rafael.

Laughter filled the air; there 
was something for everyone.

But the. real stars of the day 
were the many cub, boy and 
explorer scouts who turned on 
the charm.

the rain comes.” The plants 
should be kept in a cool place 
until then, he advised. 


One polite youngster, Larry 
Pebbles of Troop 75 in Novato, 
asked a passerby if she would 
like to learn more about back 
packing.

Circus Atmosphere 
At Scout-O-Rama 


It was a carnival, a circus 
and an education as some three 
thousand Marin County scouts 
did their thing Saturday after­ 
noon at the annual Scout-O- 
Rama at Forest Meadows in 
San Rafael. 
Fun was the order of the day. 
Laughter filled the air; there 
was something for everyone. 
San Rafael police controlled 
the massive traffic jam on the 
Dominican College campus as a 
crowd estimated at 20,000 per­ 
sons struggled to find parking 


Parents lost, found, scolded 
and laughed at their children as 
the youngsters raced from one 
exhibit to the next. 
It was like a carnival with 
balloons and games and hot 
dogs. Brightly-colored posters 
described the action at each 
display booth and the name of 
the pack or troop was posted 
nearby. 
There was a circus atmos­ 
phere as children dressed as 
downs, spacemen and even a 
miniature 
Smokey-the-Bear 
wandered about. Strains of dif­ 
ferent kinds of music could be 
heard, depending on which end 
of the grounds the observer was 
walking, from bagpipes (Troop 
24) to brass band (Sixth Army 
Band from the Presidio of San 
Francisco and the 12th Naval 
District Band from Alameda 
Air Station). 
And what an education was 
available! Exhibits displayed 
artificial respiration methods, 
silk screen printing, finger­ 
printing, kayak construction, 
camping, bicycle repair, back 
packing, mountain climbing, 
survival training and cooking 
with dehydrated food outdoors. 
Many of the displays included 
participation from observers, 
such as rope making, a physi­ 
cal fitness course and lots of 
games for children: apple bob­ 
bing, jumping into hay, paint­ 
ing Indian r a t t l e s , masks, 
lassoing (saw) horses, knocking 
boys into the water, making 
puppets and turtles. 
Most of the activities were 
physical and involved climbing 
ladders and ropes into aerial 
swings and trees. 
But the. real stars of the day 
were the many cub, boy and 
explorer scouts who turned on 
the charm. 
Troop 39, Santa Venetia, of­ 
fered tiny pine plants with con­ 
servation 
information 
to 
observers. Nine-year-old Bob 
Moore knowledgeably warned 
e v e r y o n e not to plant the 
sprouts until November ‘"‘when 
the rain comes.” The plants 
should be kept in a cool place 
until then, he advised. 


One polite youngster, Larry 
, Pebbles of 'Troop 75 in Novato, 
asked a passerby if she would 
like to learn more about back 
packing. When the young wom­ 
an hesitated, the dark-haired 
13-year-old piped up, “It’s okay 
if you don’t want to.” 
San Rafael Scout Troop 87 
was busy cooking chicken and 
pancakes during the day. Dar­ 
win Nimer, 13, yelled to specta­ 


tors, “Free chicken. Over here. 
Free pancakes.” 
He kept a close eye on the 
plate, however, and when one 
hungry youth came back too 
often, he told him q u i e t l y , 
‘‘Why don’t you leave some for 
somebody else?”

Thoreau's Protest 
Still Timely Today

“ If y o u ask me to pay fo r a 
rifle, it’s the same as my firing 
o ne . . . y o u say I can’t run 
amo k against the law, I say the 
go v ernment is running amo k 
. .. what if a tho usand men 
wo uld no t pay their tax bills 
this y ear? Yo u cast y o ur ballo t 
with y o ur right hand, but has 
y o ur left hand killed? ” 
That is the fiery pro test fro m 
a man o ppo sed to war mo re 
than 100 y ears ago . 
“ The Night Tho reau Spent in 
J ail,” which o pened at the Mill 
Valley Center fo r the Perfo rm­ 
ing Arts last weekend, is an 
ex citing and intriguing dialo gue 
and drama abo ut civ il diso bedi­ 
ence. The timely play , written 
by J ero me Lawrence and Ro b­ 
ert Lee, centers o n a night that 
Henry Tho reau spent in jail, 
with flashbacks o n his reaso n­ 
ing fo r no t pay ing his tax in 
1846. 
The United States was fight­ 
ing an undeclared war (unde­ 
clared by Co ngress) against 
Mex ico , a war beco ming v ery 
unpo pular with such no tables 
as Ralph Waldo Emerso n and 
Co ngressman Abe Linco ln. 
Linco ln pro tested in Co ngress 
that President Po lk “ . . . must 
be in the m i d s t o f a fev er 
dream, bewildered, co nfo unded, 
and perplex ed.” 
Tho reau pro tested by go ing to 
jail. 
If the po litics are displeasing 
to so me, the o utstanding craft- 
manship o f the directo r sho uld 
fascinate any persistent play ­ 
go er. 
With 
sho rt reso urces, 
o pen casting, and an ungainly 
stage, directo r Philip Larso n 
weav es a fo rmidable, po lished 
pro ductio n. 
Laurence Braude, o f “ The 
Co mmittee” and San Francisco 
State Co llege, is o utstanding in 
his po rtray al o f Henry Dav id 
Tho reau. He’s silly , sincere, in­ 
tense, sardo nic, then spiritual 
all in o ne sho rt sequence, and 
all o n a v irtually empty stage. 
He ro ws an inv isible bo at with 
all the peculiarities o f the act, 
and talks ro mance to the beau­ 
tiful Miss Ellen Sewell as he 
J eans o n inv isible o ars.

well as fro m Dr. Caro ly n B. 
Albrecht, co unty health o fficer 
who se o rg anizatio n wo uld be 
mo st affected. 
We wo uld like to add o ur o wn 
wo rds o f cautio n. 
THE 
REORGANIZATION 
plan, urg ed by Asst. Co unty 
Administrato r Tho mas F. Cam- 
panella, wo uld put Dr. Do no v an 
0 . Co o ke at the head o f a medi- 
cal-health department with two 
assistants. Dr. Albrecht as pub­ 
lic health chief and Dr. Jo hn 
Guerrant 
as 
mental 
health 
chief. 
It wo uld also create a new 
department — a department o f 
inspectio ns, which wo uld take 
o v er sanitatio n (euphemistical­ 
ly 
called 
“ env iro nmental 
health” ) alo ng with building in­ 
spectio n 
(no w 
under 
public 
wo rks) and zo ning administra­ 
tio n (no w under planning ). 
DR. 
ALBRECHT OBJECT­ 
ED strenuo usly to remo v ing 
sanitatio n 
fro m 
the 
public 
health field. She did so o n ex ­ 
cellent g ro unds. Since public 
health is co ncerned chiefly with 
co mmunicable disease, to di­ 
v o rce 
sanitatio n 
inspectio n 
fro m it makes v ery little sense. 
That’s what sanitatio n is all 
abo ut: co ntro l o f co mmunica­ 
ble disease. 
The pro po sed reo rg anizatio n 
also wo uld fracture the plan-

ning department by remo v ing 
the zo ning administrato r fro m 
its jurisdictio n. If his jo b is no t 
part o f planning , we canno t im­ 
ag ine what it is. 
A case mig ht be made fo r 
putting building inspectio n also 
under

public wo rks. But to g ro up it 
with zo ning administratio n and 
sanitatio n inspectio n in a new 
department wo uld be to create 
a hash o f three dissimilar func­ 
tio ns. 
THERE IS ANOTHER reaso n 
to be leery o f the pro po sed re­ 
o rg anizatio n, 
which 
no bo dy 
seems to hav e mentio ned. 
Dr. Co o ke is an elected o ffi­ 
cial, as co unty co ro ner. The 
v o ters cho se him to run the 
co ro ner’s o ffice. The bo ard o f 
superv iso rs already has g iv en 
him o ther hats, as medical di­ 
recto r with o v er-all respo nsibil­ 
ity also fo r the mental health 
pro g ram. 
There are reco g nitio ns o f Dr. 
Co o ke’s administrativ e ability . 
But, he was elected to be co ro ­ 
ner. If he is g iv en so many 
o ther duties that he canno t de­ 
v o te the attentio n he sho uld to 
the o f f i c e to which he was 
elected, is that play ing fair 
with the v o ters who put him in 
that o ffice? We think no t. 
THE

plan did no t, o f co urse, o rig i­ 
nate with Campanella. It is a

THE FIRST co mp reh en siv e measu re­ 
men ts o f th e bay ’s q u ality were tak en 
fro m 1 965 to 1970 in a state stu dy , so 
th ere are n o reliable earlier measu re­ 
men ts with wh ich to co mp are th e n ew 
figu res. 
Mu lligan , wh o se descrip tio n o f th e bay 
th is mo n th go t wide p u blicity , o ffered it 
at a p ress co n feren ce to p ro mo te h is 
bo ard’s p lea fo r a n ew agen cy to p lan , 
fin an ce an d o p erate water p o llu tio n p ro ­ 
grams in th e Bay Area. It wo u ld be 
s e p a r a t e fro m th e ex istin g regio n al 
bo ard, wh ich p o lices an d en fo rces p o llu ­ 
tio n regu latio n s. 
Yo u do n ’t sell stro n g medicin e by as­ 
su rin g a p atien t h e is h ealth y , so Mu lli­ 
gan may h av e laid it o n a bit h eav y wh en 
h e described th e bay in su ch dark terms.

He said th at th is deterio ratio n was 
limited to sh allo w ex tremities o f th e bay , 
an d th at deep er water areas ap p aren tly 
still were h ealth y . 
THIS WOULD FIT th e regio n al bo ard’s 
in fo rmal ev iden ce — fish an d wildlife are 
retu rn in g to bay waters th ey v an ish ed 
fro m mo re th an 20 
y e a r s ago . Th ese 
in clu de stu rgeo n , an ch o v ies an d sh rimp , 
all o f wh ich in dicate a retu rn o f th e bay ’s 
fo o d ch ain . 
Th e retu rn o f stu rgeo n in th e so u th ern 
reach es o f th e bay was p articu larly en ­ 
co u ragin g. Th ey feed o n th e bo tto m, 
wh ere sewage so lids wo u ld settle, an d th e 
stu rgeo n co u ld n o t su rv iv e if co n ditio n s 
were as bad as su ggested by Mu lligan . 
Half o f th e c i t i e s aro u n d th e bay 
du mp ed raw sewage 20 y earsago , th e 
o th er h alf giv in g it o n ly p rimary treat­ 
men t. To day , all giv e at least p rimary 
treatmen t, an d h alf giv e seco n dary treat­ 
men t. 
Th e fu tu re, h o wev er, is n o t so ro sy . 
So meday , th e bay ’s cap acity to assimi­ 
late wastewater will be ex ceeded. No o n e 
k n o ws wh en th at will h ap p en o r wh at th e 
cap acity is, bu t all ex p erts agree it will 
co me. 
Un less stro n g step s are tak en , Mu lli­ 
gan ’s descrip tio n o f “deterio ratio n ” will 
be an o bso lete remin der o f th e go o d o ld 
day s.

All firms operating under a fictitious name for profit will be required 
to refile their Fictitious Business Name Statement by July 1, 1971, 
according to Geo. H. Gnoss, County Clerk. 


A FICTITIOUS N A M E is one that does not include the surname of the 
operator or one that implies the existence of other owners; or, if a 
corporation, if it includes a name other than the name given in the 
articles of incorporation. The filing fee will be $10. 


County Clerk Gnoss points out that while the new law does not 
become effective until July 1, 1971, businesses may refile at any time 
between January 1, 1971 and June 30, 1971. He urges all businesses 
affected to comply as soon after January 1, 1971, as possible, to 
avoid the rush at deadline.

Reasons For Caution 
On Health Revamping 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors heard some words 
of caution last week about rush­ 
ing into a new organizational 
setup which would bunch all 
health and medical services un­ 
der one department head. 
The cautions came from rep­ 
resentatives of the Marin Medi­ 
cal S o c i e t y and of several 
volunteer 
organizations 
in­ 
volved in the health field, as 
well as from Dr. Carolyn B. 
Albrecht, county health officer 
whose organization would be 
most affected. 
We would like to add our own 
words of caution. 
THE 
REORGANIZATION 
plan, urged by Asst. County 
Administrator Thomas F. Cam- 
panella, would put Dr. Donovan 
0. Cooke at the head of a medi- 
cal-health department with two 
assistants, Dr. Albrecht as pub­ 
lic health chief and Dr. John 
Guerrant 
as 
mental 
health 
chief. 
It would also create a new 
department — a department of 
inspections, which would take 
over sanitation (euphemistical­ 
ly 
called 
“environmental 
health”) along with building in­ 
spection 
(now 
under 
public 
works) and zoning administra­ 
tion (now under planning). 
DR. 
ALBRECHT OBJECT­ 
ED strenuously to removing 
sanitation 
from 
the 
public 
health field. She did so on ex­ 
cellent grounds. Since public 
health is concerned chiefly with 
communicable disease, to di­ 
vorce 
sanitation 
inspection 
from it makes very little sense. 
That’s what sanitation is all 
about: control of communica­ 
ble disease. 
The proposed reorganization 
also would fracture the plan- 
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ning department by removing 
the zoning administrator from 
its jurisdiction. If his job is not 
part of planning, we cannot im­ 
agine what it is. 
A case might be made for 
putting building inspection also 
under planning, rather than 
public works. But to group it 
with zoning administration and 
sanitation inspection in a new 
department would be to create 
a hash of three dissimilar func- 
IjqUS 
THERE IS ANOTHER reason 
to be leery of the proposed re­ 
organization, 
which 
nobody 
seems to have mentioned. 
Dr. Cooke is an elected offi­ 
cial, as county coroner. The 
voters chose him to run the 
coroner’s office. The board of 
supervisors already has given 
him other hats, as medical di­ 
rector with over-all responsibil­ 
ity also for the mental health 
program. 
There are recognitions of Dr. 
Cooke’s administrative ability. 
But, he was elected to be coro­ 
ner. If he is given so many 
other duties that he cannot de­ 
vote the attention he should to 
the o f f i c e to which he was 
elected, is that playing fair 
with the voters who put him in 
that office? We think not. 
THE 
REORGANIZATION 
plan did not, of course, origi­ 
nate with Campanella. It is a 
revise of part of a “super-agen- 
cy” 
plan 
for 
reorganizing 
county government that was 
proposed in April, 
1966, 
by 
Campanella’s boss, Alan Bruce. 
That was rejected by the board 
of supervisors after some study 
convinced board members that 
it would not improve efficiency. 
The current proposal appears 
to have the same flaw'. 


Bay Pollution Claims 
May Have Impurities

Is San Francisco Bay getting cleaner 
or dirtier? 
It depends on who you listen to, what 
he is trying to sell, and whether he leaves 
something out 
According to the chairman of the State 
Water Resources Control Board, Kerry 
W. Mulligan, the bay ‘'continues to suffer 
marked deterioration in quality.” 
According to the Regional Water Quali­ 
ty Control Board, however, considerable 
evidence has been seen in the past few 
years that the bay’s health has improved. 
THE FIRST comprehensive measure­ 
ments of the bay’s quality were taken 
from 1965 to 1970 in a state study, so 
there are no reliable earlier measure­ 
ments with which to compare the new 
figures. 
Mulligan, whose description of the bay 
this month got wide publicity, offered it 
at a press conference to promote his 
board’s plea for a new agency to plan, 
finance and operate water pollution pro­ 
grams in the Bay Area. It would be 
s e p a r a l e from the existing regional 
board, which polices and enforces pollu­ 
tion regulations. 
You don’t sell strong medicine by as­ 
suring a patient he is healthy, so Mulli­ 
gan may have laid it on a bit heavy when 
he described the bay in such dark terms.

erage a g e n c i e s , under the regional 
board’s prodding, “have taken important 
immediate steps, and there have been 
improvements made, some far-sighted. 
But in some parts quality has deteriorat­ 
ed,” he said in a retreat from his earlier 
pronouncement. 
He said that this deterioration was 
limited to shallow extremities of the bay, 
and that deeper water areas apparently 
still were healthy. 
THIS WOULD FIT the regional board’s 
informal evidence — fish and wildlife are 
returning to bay waters they vanished 
from more than 20 y e a r s ago. These 
include sturgeon, anchovies and shrimp, 
all of which indicate a return of the bay’s 
food chain. 
The return of sturgeon in the southern 
reaches'of toe bay was particularly en­ 
couraging. They feed on the bottom, 
where sewage solids would settle, and the 
sturgeon could not survive if conditions 
were as bad as suggested by Mulligan. 
Half of the c i t i e s around the bay 
dumped raw sewage 20 yearsago, the 
other half giving it only primary treat­ 
ment. Today, all give at least primary 
treatment, and half give secondary treat­ 
ment. 
The future, however, Is not so rosy. 
Someday, the bay’s capacity to assimi­ 
late wastewater will be exceeded. No one 
knows when that will happen or what the 
capacity is, but all experts agree it will 
come. 
Unless strong steps are taken. Mulli­ 
gan’s description of “deterioration” will 
be an obsolete reminder of the good old 
days. Formation of the regional agency 
proposed by the state board is needed to 
clean up the bay — fiercely independent 
sewerage agencies have proved they can­ 
not do toe job on their own.

No-Fault Insurance 
'Overkill' Solution 


In my capacity as both a member of 
the 
Governor’s 
Automobile 
Accident 
Study Commission and a concerned citi­ 
zen, I feel that the automobile problem 
needs clarification. Auto insurance is on 
the firing line of the consumerist move­ 
ment right now, with toe very real dan­ 
ger that, instead of helping auto-accident 
victims, we will deprive them of their 
legal rights. 
Advocates of so-called 
“no fault” 
schemes propose to replace the present 
legal system of negligence in auto cases 
with a system of limited benefits for 
victims. Instead of tackling the real prob­ 
lems head on and improving the system, 
“no fault” proponents favor radical 
changes at the expense of the accident 
victim. 
After three years of study and thou­ 
sands of pages of testimony, we on the 
governor’s 
commission 
recommended 
against adoption of a “no fault” plan 
because it was dearly not in the best 
interests of the citizens of California. We 
proposed, instead, numerous reforms to 
improve the existing system while pre­ 
serving the state and federal constitution­ 
al rights of the individual, which “no 
fault” fails to do. 
The 
Governor’s 
Commission 
found 
many obstacles to “no fault” including, 
among others, reduced coverage and ben­ 


efits, increased administrative expense, 
possible unfortunate effects on insurance- 
rating techniques, and the clear lack of 
evidence that premiums would come 
down. Further, “no fault" offers no in­ 
herent deterrent to fraud and, I believe, 
might well encourage fraudulent claims 


The conti gnet-fee system has been at­ 
tacked by critics who argue that it is 
sometimes abused. But there is no other 
system available whereby the poor man. 
can buy rich man’s justice . . . Without a 
contingent-fee arrangement, only toe rich 
man would be able to afford a lawyer in 
a civil case . . . 
Those who propose to improve the sys­ 
tem by destroying the rights of victims to 
recover a full measure of damages under 
the misnomer of “no fault” have created 
a great deal of confusion, and the basic 
weaknesses of their approach should be 
stressed to the public. The side effects of 
“no fault” make it an overkill solution. 
They indeed may prove to be more ag­ 
gravating to the consumer than the 
weaknesses of the present system.

Amtrak Schedules 
And Trains Good 


I am writing in regard to your “Edi­ 
tor’s Notebook” of May 8 concerning 
Amtrak and it’s trains. Many of your 
observations are true but you also have 
some misconceptions about the service. 
The Oakland depot is indeed less than 
hospitable, although in very good repair 
for its years and the neglect Southern 
Pacific has shown it. The ticket agents at 
both. Oakland and San Francisco are 
inexperienced in handling Amtrak tickets 
at this point. I frankly had a difficult 
time getting one. Also, the NWP San 
Rafael agency has been closed. 
This is in marked contrast, however, to 
the quality of toe trains themselves. I 
had the pleasure to take train 18, former­ 
ly the City of San Francisco, from Oak­ 
land to Ogden on May 6. While Amtrak 
has left many areas unserved by the 
large number of trains eliminated, this 
move has allowed them to use only the 
best equipment of what is left. In addi­ 
tion to four coaches and three Pullmans 
on our train, we had a coffee-shop car, a 
diner, and a dome-lounge. All of the 
equipment was in excellent condition and 
very clean and comfortable. The diner 
had full linen and silver from the Union 
Pacific, and was run by a crew from that 
railroad, which has quite a reputation for 
service . . . The dinners were moderately 
priced (about $3.50 to $5.50) and were 
excellent. Lunches were about $1.50 to 
$2.50.1 would recommend this trip highly 
to your readers, and the scheduling al­ 
lows for a very convenient week-end trip 


I cannot conceive how you could so 
horribly misconstrue the Amtrak sched­ 
ule in regard to north-south service on 
the Pacific coast. Please correct your 
comments, for I fear no one from Marin 
County will ride Amtrak with the impres­ 
sion that you’ve given them. First, there 
is daily service each way between Oak­ 
land and Los Angeles. Second, there is 
twice daily service from Los Angeles to 
San Diego and back, with three trains on 
those days that the Seattle-San Diego 
through train is running. Similarly, there 
is twice daily service each way between 
Portland and Seattle, with three trains on 
those days that the Seattle-San Diego 
through train is running. 
My schedule says quite plainly that the 
Seattle-San Diego through trains have 
coaches, sleepers, a lounge, and a diner, 
while the Oakland-Los Angeles trains 
have coaches, a lounge, and “food serv­ 
ice”, which means a vending machine 
car. There is no confusion in Amtrak 
timetables, which of course is quite a 
break from railroad tradtion . . .

WASHINGTON — Congress is unwit­ 
tingly warning the American people not 
to allow it to grasp too large a role in the 
conduct of foreign policy. 
In principle it is altogether right that 
Congress should be exercising an impor­ 
tant voice in foreign affairs. 
But the reckless way it is going about 
the business of trying to do so can hardly 
fail to create a massive public demand 
on Congress to stop, look and listen. 
In recent months there has hardly been 
a single aspect of foreign policy which 
Congress, when it has acted to intervene, 
hasn’t bungled. 
THE LATEST INSTANCE was the 
Mansfield amendment to slash in half the 
U.S. forces a s s i g n e d to NATO. This 
would have been perilous folly. Only af­ 
ter great effort was it deflected by a 
face-saving compromise which does no 
immediate harm. 
If this is the way Congress proposes to 
seize the conduct of foreign affairs from 
the president, there will have to be a 
massive public crusade to save the coun­ 
try from Congress. 
Congress should play a significant role 
in foreign policy but it will throw away 
its opportunity to do so if it continues to 
show such ineptness. 
TAKE THE MANSFIELD amendment. 
The NATO n a t i o n s have long been 
urging the Soviet Union to negotiate a 
mutual reduction of Warsaw Pact and 
NATO forces in Europe. At times, Mos­ 
cow' has appeared interested but has held 
back until very recently. Now at the very 
moment when party leader Leonid Brezh­ 
nev announced that the Russians are 
ready to move for a mutual cutback, 
Mansfield and other like-minded senators 
proposed to give to the Russians 50 per 
cent cut in U.S. NATO forces 'without 
getting anything in return. 
Defeated, yes — but toe very initiative 
was .ill-timed, ill-conceived and harmful. 
Is this the way Congress proposes to 
conduct foreign policy? 
THE NATO GOVERNMENTS had al-

ready worked out an agreed policy for 
the prospective talks with Moscow. The 
Mansfield amendment would have torn 
up that agreement. And to legislate a 
unilateral cut in U.S. forces in Europe 
would undermine NATO and destroy the 
confidence of the NATO countries in the 
steadfastness of American support. It 
would also have destroyed all prospects 
of reaching a workable solution for West 
Berlin, and the failure to get such a 
solution would nullify the worthy efforts 
of West Germany to improve relations 
with Russia and Poland. 
Is this the way Congress proposes to 
conduct foreign policy? 
Have no doubt about it, the Russians 
want to destroy NATO. They have tried 
to make the dissolution of NATO a pre­ 
condition of nearly every international 
negotiation they have participated in 
with the United States in recent years. 
They have even tried to make it a condi­ 
tion of the limited nuclear test ban. 
The Russians want to get the United 
States out of Europe, and the Senate 
maneuvers to slash U.S. NATO forces 
without any counterbalancing reduction 
of Russian forces was about to begin that 
process before wiser counsel prevailed at 
the last minute. 
IT CAN FAIRLY be argued that the 
United States is bearing too one-sided a 
burden in the cost of keeping up NATO’s 
defenses and that toe NATO nations 
should be doing more. But for Congress 
to propose a one-sided action breaching 
agreed NATO policy is simply irresponsi­ 
ble. 
Is this the way Congress proposes to 
conduct foreign policy? 
Is this the way the Senate expects to 
win public confidence in its efforts to 
strengthen its voice in foreign affairs? 
If so, the nation will suffer. 
There is a right balance in the role of 
the president and the role of the Congress 
in these m a t t e r s and it can only be 
achieved with great care and responsibil­ 
ity. 


The "Other" Lyndon Johnson 
Who Won Rights For Negro

AUSTIN, Tex. — Long before the dedi­ 
cation of the L.B.J. library here, they 
were calling it “Lyndon’s mausoleum,”" 
and referring to the event itself as his 
resurrection. Then toe scale of the cere­ 
monies and the accompanying barbecue 
encouraged just that many more wise­ 
cracks about the man who has replaced 
Herbert Hoover as the favorite butt of 
American political 'disparagement. 
That began because of his 10-gallon 
personality, of course, but it grew and 
continues because so many widely quoted 
wits place him in one context only — that 
of the man who escalated the Vietnamese 
war. It is time, now that he has been 
quietly retired at the ranch for more than 
two years, to recover from the monoman­ 
ia that equated him with toe war and 
nothing else —time to consider his record 
in early perspective. 


WHEN JOHN KENNEDY was killed, I 
was stationed in Moscow. Not only the 
American community there, but many 
other foreigners and Russians too, knew 
Kennedy better than they had any other 
American president, 
and they were 
crushed and fearful. They knew virtually 
nothing about his successor, except that 
he was from Texas and that was where 
Kennedy had been slain. The conspiracy

theories of the assassination found un­ 
common receptivity there. 
Because I was toe only person there 
who had covered Johnson in the Senate 
and as a vice presidential candidate, who 
knew him, friend after friend came to me 
to ask what kind of president he would 
be, what we could expect now. 
I knew him in the Senate as the man 
who got things done, but most often by 
compromise. I .knew him as a candidate 
who spoke out on the issues, hut whose 
main f u n c t i o n was to hold the South 
behind the Democratic ticket. I also 
knew that as of his death, Kennedy had 
asked Congress for broad civil rights 
legislation but had been reluctant to 
press too hard for its passage lest he 
jeopardize action on his other “New 
Frontier” bills. 
MY FEELING was that the first test of 
whether Lyndon Johnson as President 
intended to play politics or lead the na­ 
tion would be whether he committed him­ 
self to p a s s a g e of that civil rights 
package or contented himself with a 
congressionally watered down alterna­ 
tive. I told my friends in Moscow they 
might judge him the same way. 
He exceeded all my expectations, and 
perhaps even his own. 
He threw his full weight behind the 
civil rights bill of 1964, and it turned out 
even stronger than Kennedy had pro­ 
posed it the year before. In one swoop, it 
was the most far-reaching civil rights 
legislation since Reconstruction. It cov­ 
ered voting, public accommodations, edu­ 
cation, federal projects,, employment,, 
and many other areas. It could not have 
been passed without the total commit­ 
ment of the man in the White House. 
INSPIRED BY THAT success and the 
election results of 1964, he involved him­ 
self even more emotionally in the effort 
to guarantee voting rights. Standing in 
the House c h a m b e r in 1965 before a 
special joint session of Congress, he used 
the words of the anthem of the civil 
rights movement, “We shall overcome,” 
to summon toe legislators to act. Five 
months later, he was at toe Capitol again 
to sign the milestone bill beside a statue 
of Abraham Lincoln in the rotunda. 
Many years earlier, the black histori­ 
an, W. E. B. DuBois, had written that 
“despite everything, the 15th Amendment 
and that alone struck the death knell of 
slavery.” But the 15th Amendment did 
not begin taking nationwide effect until it 
was put into specific law in August, 1965, 
with a stroke of Lyndon Johnson’s pen on 
the voting rights bill. 
Since then, toe number of black Ameri­ 
cans registered to vote has multiplied 
manifold, especially in the South. The 
number h o l d i n g elected office has 
climbed even faster. Someday those fig­ 
ures will be in proportion to the black 
percentage of our population, and the 
15th Amendment will be a reality instead 
of a promise. 
WHEN IT IS, one of the Americans 
most responsible will be a Texan, a man 
who grew up in a latitude south of every 
state capital in Dixie and who dragged 
through Congress the greatest flood of 
social legislation in our history. Antipov­ 
erty war, Medicare, aid to education, the 
Great Society — the list of accomplish­ 
ments in the J o h n s o n years runs on. 
Walter Lippmann, who could never be 
accused of a bias toward Johnson, wrote 
that “he’s done what President Kennedy 
could not have done had he lived.” 
And the single field in which his im­ 
press was greatest was civil rights, wher­ 
ein he proved that it is a great mistake to 
judge a man by his accent.

Congress Ready To Send 
Mothers Out To Work

The Hicksian Theory: Don't 
Fill Job Until It's Necessary 


A Sausalito city councilman 
has .fired a shot which conceiv­ 
ably could ricochet from here 
to Washington, D.C., and send 
fate at bureaucrats and politi­ 
cians scurrying in all direc­ 
tions. 
Councilman Wyman Hicks’s 
modest proposal is as simple as 
it is startling: He believes the 
City t)f Sausalito should cut its 
proposed $1.8 million budget by 
one-third. 
He does not propose massive 
dismissals of city employees, 
but thinks positions which be­ 
come vacant through attrition 
should not be refilled unless 
they are absolutely essential. 
As Hicks put it at a r e c e n t 
council meeting: “ For a city of 
6,000' persons, we have too 
many employees, too many ve­ 
il i c 1 e s , too much of every­ 
thing.’’ 
A professor at Sonoma State 
College, Hicks is no rabid reac­ 
tionary. He simply thinks the 
city budget has bounded higher 
and higher and farther away 
from reality in recent years. 
His views may be unique in 
political circles which seem to 
be populated with empire build­ 
ers and those who benefit from 
the empires. If you want to cut 
taxes, according to Hicks, will, 
then you have to cut expendi­ 
tures. 


IT ALL SOUNDS rediculously 
simple: To really give the tax­ 
payer a break, you don’t reduce 
property taxes and then raise- 
sales and income taxes, despite 
what our state and federal offi­ 
cials keep saying. If you don’t 
spend so much, you don’t need

to scrounge around for more 
and more income. 
To see that Hicks has a point, 
one need only look around at 
what’s been happening: 
The population of Sausalito 
has increased about 15 per cent 
in the last IQ years, from 5,331 
to 6,159. But during the same 
period the city’s budget has 
g r o w n 300 per cent, from 
$391,740 in 1960 to $1,504,628 in 
1970. 
Ten years ago Marin County 
had 146,046 persons; today the 
county’s population is 204,046, 
about a 39 per cent jump. Yet 
the county’s budget has risen 
about 230 per cent, from 11.6 to 
$37 million. 
The state’s population grew 
about 25 per cent in the last 
decade, while the budget soared 
from 2.3 to 6.7 billion, just less 
than 300 per cent. 


IF WE LISTEN to the políti­ 
ca ns who seem so eager to talk 
about “the real problem.” we 
know that welfare is to blame 
for strangling taxes. But is it 
really? 
Admittedly 
welfare 
costs are high, but that is far 
from the complete story. 


Too often, I think, politicians 
have turned welfare into an in­ 
flammatory issue in order to 
camouflage their own rampant 
spending. The politicans figure, 
I suppose, that if taxpayers are 
angry at those welfare recipi­ 
ents, they will be less likely to 
seek out the real culprits. 
If Councilman Hicks actually 
achieves success with his pro­ 
posal, there could be repercus­ 
sions all over the place. And 
Sausalito doesn’t spend a cent 
for welfare in its budget. 
Of course the cutting would 
have to be done by an auditor 
who was also a lobbyist for the 
general public. Otherwise, the 
first mention of a reduction in 
expenditures would have offi­ 
cials claiming that such necess­ 
ities as police protection and 
social security would have to be 
the first to go. They wouldn’t 
talk much about their myriad 
councils, consultants, junkets, 
vehicles, and committees. 
It could 'be that people might 
even come to realize that taxes 
will continue to go up unless the 
taxpayers 
get together 
and 
really put their feet down. They 
could even decide to see what’s 
up — besides welfare costs — in 
San Rafael, Sacramento and 
Washington.

Drayton Nejaim went into hid­ 
ing Friday after his wife ac­ 
cused him k i d n a p 1 n g and 
torturing her to force her to 
resign from the state Legisla­ 
ture and a d m i t she was the 
mistress of 40 men. He told 
police he would turn himself in 
next week when things calmed 
down. 
The p o l i c e Friday set up 
roadblocks around Recife, Cap­ 
ital of Bahia States to capture 
Nejaim after his wife was tak­ 
en to a hospital with broken 
bones in her arms and burns 
and bruises all over her body. 
Araci Nejaim, 40, told a state 
assembly investigating commit­ 
tee her husband had kept her 
on a remote farm and tortured 
her until she resigned from the 
state 
legislature, 
signed 
a 
confession that she was the 
mistress of 40 important gov­ 
ernment figures, and signed 
over aU her estate to his name. 
Drayton, formerly a rich land 
owner and mayor or Caruaru is 
in hiding. He told his lawyer he 
would turn himself in when 
public opinion was less violent. 


D-Ark., is a leading advocate of 
that philosophy.

Many can’t read. 
Welfare mothers who now 
want jobs often can’t get them 
because they don’t have any 
skills at all. 
THE LATEST COS ! estimate 
for putting welfare mothers and. 
the few male adults in welfare 
families to work is $3.4 billion 
in just the first full year, start-, 
ing July 1,1972. 
In the first year it will cost: 
$900' million to set up day care 
centers across the country to 
take care of the children while 
their mothers are away from 
the home, $500 million to give 
others training; $800 million to 
pay for 200,000 new public serv­ 
ice jobs in hospitals, schools, 
sanitation 
departments, 
and 
city halls; $100 million for var­ 
ious other support services and 
a whopping $1.1 billion just to 
administer the program.

All firms operating under a fictitious name for profit will be required 
to refile their Fictitious Business Name Statement by July I, 1971, 
according to Geo. H. Gnoss, County Clerk. 


A FICTITIOUS NAME is one that does not include the1 surname of the 
operator or one that implies the existence of other 'Owners; or, if a 
corporation, if it includes a name other than the name given in the 
articles of incorporation. The filing fee will be $10. 


County Clerk Gnoss points out that while the new law does not 
become effective until July 1, 1971, businesses may refile at any time 
between January 1, 1971 and June 30, 1971.

Art Is Keyed To 
The Entire Family 


By PAT BALMES 
Art can be a whole family 
affair, contends artist Mary El­ 
len Wehrli, who with her hus- 
b a n d , Carl, keeps their owm 
children interested in art and 
crafts in a variety of ways that 
are fun. 
“ I wish more parents would 
take the time and patience to 
explain to their kids how to do 
things and then take up an in­ 
terest as a family,” says Mary 
Ellen Wehrli. 
The 27-year-old Lucas Valley 
resident adds that by the time 
her youngsters are her age, 
there will be lots more leisure 
and ‘‘the hardest thing to do is 
nothing at all.” 
The Carl Wehrlis teach their 
two small children the skills 
they themselves enjoy. Seven- 
year-old Diane works beside 
her mother, but ‘‘not in exactly 
the same materials,” on the 
paint-spattered linoleum floor 
of her studio, a converted fifth 
bedroom. Mary Ellen instructs 
and encourages Diane in her 
work with modeling paste, mar­ 
ker pens, tempera paints in 
spill-proof pots, glue, potato 
stamps and watercolors, while 
their mother is producing her 
own paintings. 


MARY ELLEN 'S husband, a 
department store buyer, frames 
her paintings. (A frame can 
“ make or break” a good paint­ 
ing, according to the artist.) In 
his neat workshop Carl Wehrli 
teaches his three-year-old son, 
Jon, the names, locations and 
uses of his tools, and the boy 
spends hours in Mary Ellen’s 
studio nailing and gluing to­ 
gether wood scraps from his 
father’s frames and painting 
the results. 
“ My husband takes an inter­ 
est in my art. We go to art 
exhibits together, otherwise I 
don’t think I’d go. That’s why I 
can do what I do, because he 
gets right in there and helps 
me,” she says, a d d i n g that 
while he makes frames in the 
evening, she makes the coffee 
and keeps him company. 
“ Some artists sit up all night 
working, but I could not do 
that. I have an old-fashioned 
hang-up that evenings are for 
my husband.” 


MARY ELLEN advises par­ 
ents to make their children 
aware of things around them, 


like the many shades of green 
on the hills. Surround them 
with art, she says. Her children 
enjoy looking through her old 
art books. 
Although a mother may know 
nothing of art, she can take her 
child to art classes and shows. 
Sometimes 
artists 
do 
their 
paintings at shows. Artists love 
to talk a b o u t their work, so 
have the children ask them 
questions, Mary Ellen suggests. 
Drawing for her children 
started during a visit to their 
grandmother’s 
house, 
when 
Mary Ellen gave them each a 
pencil and paper and said, 
“ Draw what’s on the table.” 
On some Saturdays Diane in­ 
vites friends to paint in her 
mother’s studio. At a birthday 
party, Diane’s guests were in­ 
vited to “ a paint-in,” where 
butcher paper was hung on the 
backyard fence for them to dec­ 
orate. 
When you encourage children 
to be artistic, there is going to 
be a mess, says Mary Ellen, 
She advises sectioning off a 
part of your house and saying, 
“ Okay, this is where you do it 
and then we clean up.” 


ALTHOUGH HER children 
wear smocks, paint spots are 
unavoidable. Mary Ellen works 
mostly with washable acrylics 
now because, when Diane was 
two, she squeezed a tube of red 
oil paint all over. And, when 
Jon was smaller, he festooned 
the backyard and the swing-set 
with masking tape. 
“ A housewife can organize 
herself to work at home, but I 
don’t think everybody can paint 
and manage small children, 
too. It can get to you, if you let 
it,” say Mary Ellen. 
At 9 a.m., after Diane goes to 
school, Mary Ellen dresses in 
paint-spattered 
shorts 
and 
shirt, her hair tied back with a 
bandana, to begin her art work 
with Jon. When the boy wan­ 
ders away later, she follows 
him with her “ very good ears,” 
knowing where he is all the

time she is working, until 3 or 4 
p.m. daily. 


“ SOMETIMES WHEN I am 
very caught up in a painting, 
Diane will come home at noon 
and make a sandwich for Jon 
and one for Mommie, too,” 
says the serious artist who does 
not shop for bargains or do 
volunteer work, but keeps her 
time for painting. 
Mary E l l e n has been sur­ 
prised by the demand for her 
paintings. She studied art at 
San Jose State and College of 
San Mateo, but was not encour­ 
aged. Finding the work repe- 
tious of her high s c h o o l art 
classes, she quit. Not until her 
new home needed paintings five 
years ago, did she return to 
painting. 
An 
artist-neighbor, 
Maggie Leitner, suggested she 
show her work at Terra Linda 
Artists Association’s auction, 
and she sold a small pen and 
ink drawing for $30. 


HER 
HUSBAND’S 
amaza 
ment and comments of other 
artists encouraged her to exhib­ 
it at the Sausalito Art Festival, 
other shows and galleries, and 
doctors’ offices and stores. 
“ An artist can teach herself 
at home,” says Mary Ellen, 
who says she plans to go back 
to school some day. 
Her love for the country is 
reflected in landscapes. Other 
subjects are children “ doing 
natural things,” meticulously 
detailed animals and bold ab­ 
stracts with a three-dimension­ 
al effect created by glue relief. 
These were inspired by cross- 
sections from histology medical 
books, she says. This attention 
to detail and interest in biology 
illustrate Mary Ellen’s interest 
in a future career as a biologi­ 
cal illustrator, which requires a 
pre-medical degree and five 
years post graduate study at 
University of California. 
“ But right now, because of 
my small children, I ’m concen­ 
trating on the fine arts,” she 
remarks. 
Artist Mary Ellen Wehrli will 
be a special guest at the silent 
art auction Wednesday titled 
“ Artists and Models” held at 
the Elks Club in San Rafael.

SMART SHOPPER 
Juice Standards 
Brew Confusion 


By ARTHUR E. ROWSE 
WASHINGTON — One of the most confus­ 
ing — and most lucrative — places in the 
average supermarket is the shelf containing 
finit beverages. 
Few shoppers apparently are aware of the 
substantial differences in products bearing 
such terms as “juice,” “ juice drink,” “ break­ 
fast drink,” “ fruit drink,” “ juice ade,” “juice 
cocktail” and “ juice nectar.” 
And few people are aware of how little fruit 
juice is contained in all of these 
products except “ juice.” Feder­ 
al regulations require that any­ 
thing labeled simply as “ juice” 
must consist entirely of the nat­ 
ural juice of the fruit in ques­ 
tion. 
But there are no Federal 
standards specifying the pro­ 
portion of natural juice in the 
other products that are often 
labeled, advertised and pro- 
m o t e d to look like the real 
thing. 


THE RESULT is a jungle of 
terms for blends containing as 
I i 111 e as 6 per cent juice in 
orange “ drink” and as much as 
5 0 per cent juice in what is 
called 
orange 
“ juice-drink.” 
Percentages vary considerably 
from 
these, 
however, 
from 
brand to brand. 
Even Virginia Knauer, Presi­ 
dent Nixon’s consumer adviser, 
is confused. In a recent speech 
to the National Juice Products 
Association, she confessed her 
“ naivete” in thinking that the 
orange “ juice-drink” delivered 
by her milk man was all juice 
when it was only half juice. 
“ I was amazed,” she said, 
“ and I am sure most home­ 
makers would be similarly sur- 
p r i s e d to know” what she 
learned. 
She proceeded to scold the 
manufacturers for not agreeing 
on some sort of standards for 


Unwanted Noise 
M ay Be Harmful 


A Wisconsin psychiatrist has 
observed that unwanted noise 
inside the home may be con­ 
tributing to marriage difficul­ 
ties and the generation gap. 
The physician, Dr. Jack C. 
Westman, discussing the results 
of a study on the subject, said 
that planning of homes “does 
not recognize that adults re­ 
quire areas in which reduced 
activity and reduced sound pro­ 
mote relaxation, and in sharp 
contrast, that children require 
areas where increased activity 
and increased sound production 
promote relaxation.”

the proportion of juice in them. 


SHE POINTED out that the 
Food and Drug Administration 
has been trying for nearly sev­ 
en years to set standards. Lack 
of agreement among major pro­ 
ducers and natural differences 
between Florida and California 
oranges have blocked accept­ 
ance of any standards. 
The 
proposed 
standards 
would require at least 50 per 
cent juice in anything labeled 
“ juice-drink,” at least 25 per 
cent juice in anything called 
“ ade” and at least 10 per cent 
juice in products called fruit 
“ drinks.” 
As it is, fruit drink products 
are required to list their ingre­ 
dients in descending order of 
importance, 
but few buyers 
stop to read the list. If they did, 
they would find that water and 
sugar usudlly top the list. 
But the list does not show 
proportions. And few producers 
are ready to start revealing 
percentages. For they would 
show that the amount of added 
water in fruit drinks may ex­ 
ceed 90 per cent. 


THE “ NATURAL” flavoring 
mentioned on some labels is not 
full natural juice but concentra­ 
tions of juice or parts of the 
fruit, such as the highly fla­ 
vored rind of oranges. 
Vitamin C is added to many 
orange concoctions to make 
them more like real juice, but 
the amounts added are some­ 
times far less than labels im­ 
ply. The F e d e r a l T r a d e 
Commission has issued several 
complaints against such prod­ 
ucts in recent months. 
If all this leaves you confused 
over how to get your money’s 
worth in fruit beverages, you 
can be sure of at l e a s t one 
term: the word “ juice.” 
Products such as apple juice, 
orange juice, pineapple juice 
and pear j u i c e not only are 
natural juices but they are in-- 
variably more nutritious than 
any imitations.

Few shoppers apparently are aware of the 
substantial differences in products bearing 
such terms as “juice,” “juice drink,” “break­ 
fast drink,” “fruit drink,” “juice ade,” “juice 
cocktail” and “juice nectar.** 
.And few 'people are aware of how little fruit 
juice is contained in all of these 
products except, “juice.” Feder­ 
al regulations require that any­ 
thing labeled simply as “juice” 
must consist entirely of the nat­ 
ural juice of the fruit in ques­ 
tion. 
But there are no Federal 
standards specifying the pro­ 
portion of natural juice in the 
other products that are often 
labeled, advertised and pro- 
m o t e d to look like the real 
thing.

when it was only half juice. 
“ I was amazed,” she said, 
“and I am sure most home- 
makers would be similarly sur- 
p r i s e d to know” what she 
learned. 
She proceeded to scold the 
manufacturers for not agreeing 
on some sort of standards for 


Unwanted Noise 
May Be Harmful 


A Wisconsin psychiatrist has 
observed that unwanted noise 
inside the home may be con­ 
tributing to marriage difficul­ 
ties and the generation gap. 
The physician, Dr. Jack C. 
Westman, discussing the results 
of a study on the subject, said 
that planning of homes “does 
not recognize that adults re­ 
quire areas in which reduced 
activity and reduced sound pro­ 
mote relaxation, and in sharp 
contrast, that children require 
areas 'where increased, activity 
and increased sound production 
promote .relaxation., ” 


SHE POINTED out that the 
Food and Drug Administration 
has been trying for nearly sev­ 
en. years to set standards. Lack 
of agreement among major pro­ 
ducers and natural differences 
between Florida and California 
oranges have blocked accept­ 
ance of any standards. 
The 
proposed 
standards 
would require at least 50 per 
cent juice in anything labeled 
“juice-drink,” at least 25 per 
cent juice in anything called 
“ ade” and at least 10 per cent 
juice in products called fruit 
“drinks.” 
As it is, fruit drink products 
are required to list their ingre­ 
dients in descending order of 
importance, but few buyers 
stop to read the list. If they did, 
they would find that water and 
sugar usuálly top the list. 
But the list does not show 
proportions. And few producers 
are ready to start revealing 
percentages. For they would 
show that the amount of added 
water in fruit drinks may ex­ 
ceed 90 per cent. 


THE “NATURAL” flavoring 
mentioned on some labels is not 
full natural juice but concentra­ 
tions of juice or parts of the 
fruit, such, as the highly fla­ 
vored rind of oranges. 
Vitamin € is added to many 
orange concoctions to make 
them more like real juice, but 
the amounts added are some­ 
times far less than labels im­ 
ply. The F e d e r a l T r a d e 
Commission has issued several 
complaints against such prod­ 
ucts in recent months. 
If all this leaves you confused 
over how to get your money’s 
worth in fruit beverages, you 
can be sure of at l e a s t one 
term: the word “juice.” 
Products such as apple juice, 
orange juice, pineapple juice 
and pear j u i c e not only are 
natural juices but they are in­ 
variably more nutritious than 
any imitations

'Romeo and Juliet' A Brilliant Show

It was one of Seiji Ozawa’s 
most brilliant “ shows” when he 
closed the San Francisco Sym­ 
phony’s second annual Marin 
series Saturday night at Terra 
Linda High School gymnasium 
with “ Four Views of Romeo 
and Juliet.”

What a terrific dancer he 
would make! Yet no show busi­ 
ness gymnastics resulted in ex­ 
cessive flamboyance. 
The first two musical views

— the opening love music from

“ Romeo 
and Juliet” and Tchaikovsky’s 
fantasy-overture of the same 
name. The last two views were 
modern dynamic and rhythmic 
realizations of the theme in 
dance. These were selections 
from suites 1 and 2 of Proko­ 
fiev’s ballet “ Romeo and Ju ­ 
liet” and the symphonic dances 


from Bernstein’s “ West Side 
Story,” a contemporary version 
of the theme in a set in a New 
York ghetto. 
Apparently audience reaction 
and perhaps performance was 
quite different in Marin from 
those at the regular San Fran­ 
cisco series in the opera house, 
for the opening Berlioz love mu­ 
sic, though exquisite in every 
detail, was low key, while the 
Tchaikovsky 
fantasy-overture 
was a smash hit. Part of the 
reason for this popularity may 
have been the familiarity of the 
famed love melody.

Syng e Classic Only Part Of 
Show At 54th Mountain Play

Take equal parts of Fourth- 
of-JuIy picnic, Sunday-at-the- 
beach, 
evening-of-community- 
theatre, 
hike-in-the-Sierras. 
Blend with plenty of people- 
watching, fresh air and sun­ 
shine. Season to taste with lots 
of good humor and you have a 
fine afternoon at the 54th an­ 
nual Mountain Play. 
Those who missed the Tamal- 
"pais Mountain Play Associa­ 
tion’s show yesterday in the 
open-air Sidney B. 
Cushing 
Memorial Theatre will get a 
second chance next Sunday at 2 
p.m. 
The play i t s e l f , John M. 
Synge’s “ Playboy of the West­ 
ern World,” while not inciden­ 
tal, certainly is only part of the 
show. 
To some extent, it’s a kind of 
happening, to large extent a 
community experience as bas­ 
ket lunches, babies, octogenari­ 
ans, long-hairs and straights 
gather for the enjoyment of 
seeing a good theatrical classic, 
wonderful 
views 
of 
natural 
scenery and each other. 
Hours before show time peo­ 
ple were picking their spots in 
the 
amphitheater, 
spreading 
blankets and other padding on 
those hard stone seats, digging 
into 
hampers, 
stripping 
off 
heavier outer garments to add 
to that tan and generally get­ 
ting in the mood that lasted 
until the final stragglers in a 
crowds of about 3,500 persons 
trailed out at the end of the 
afternoon. 


Back stage during the final 
hour before curtain was rela­ 
tively calm, showing little of 
the usual frenzied near-hyster- 
ics of a community theater 
opening. 
Stage manager Dave Munro 
gave some last minute instruc­ 
tions to the “ Villagers.” Some 
touchup was applied to make­ 
up. Marian Hayes Cain, the as- 
s o c i a t i o n ’ s 
production 
coordinator, chatted in a re- 
1 a x e d mood as she double­ 
checked to see everyone had 
been fed. 
Director Robin Jackson, most 
of his work done, surveyed the 
area with an eye of calm assur­ 
ance. 
Much of his assurance is jus­ 
tified. It’s an Herculean task to 
take Synge’s classic mixture of 
the comic, the sardonic and the 
tender, written originally for 
the i n t i m a c y of the Abby 
Theatre where it first hit the 
boards in 1906 (causing riots 
incidently,) and adapt it to the 
open air 5000 seat, cloud and 
mountain 
backdrop 
against 
which it was presented. 
Somehow set-designer Wil­ 
liam Carson, and the cast, aid­ 
ed and abbetted by a couple of 
ducks, some chickens, a horse 
and a goat — the latter paraded 
through the “ house” during in­ 
termission to the delight of 
everyone — managed to hack it 
and the result, while not quite 
what S y n g e had in mind 63 
years ago, certainly had its 
merits. 
One can’t really fool around 


with 
alterations 
on 
Synges 
lines, whether a purist or an 
experimenter, 
and 
Jackson 
wisely left them untouched. He 
did throw in a couple of excel­ 
lent pipers, Ken Briggs and 
Reuben Santos, who opened the 
show atop Pohli Rock and pa­ 
raded through the crowd during 
intermissions. 
The McTaeggert Irish Dan­ 
cers, a group of charming little 
gals, flitted on and off before 
and after each act, a delightful­ 
ly live curtain. 
Of course no review's com­ 
plete without some sort of criti­ 
cism. Soooooooo, to dig really 
deeply: Old Mahon’s original 
entrance from the audience — 
while a d e v i c e which some­ 
times breeds intimacy and em­ 
p a t h y - in this case made 
portions of the audience curious 
as to whether he was one of the 
freaks one sees these days., 
made others feel sympathetic 
for an outsider who was ill or 
drunk, and still others some­ 
what anxious as to whether he 
was going to upset the show. At 
any rate few in his vicinity paid 
the slightest attention to the 
goings-on of the cast until it 
became apparent he was one of 
them. 
As the play neared its climax 
Pegeen began blowing on the 
hearth with a bellows and “ real 
smoke” started coming from 
the chimney top. Play again 
forgotten, most of the audience 
was saying “ Gee, look at the 
real smoke. Isn’t that great!” 
Those are minor items but 
they’ll give the cast an oppor­ 
tunity to beef about how the 
viewers just don’t understand 
true artistry! 
The cast is well balanced — 
no small achievement in itself 
— and comes from Novato to 
Daly City, plus points in be­ 
tween. They’ve been working 
without pay since February and 
have a group accomplishment 
of which they justly may be 
proud.

Charges On Tam Special 
Program Due Hearing 


What appears to be a show­ 
down between parents of men­ 
tally 
retarded students 
and 
Tamalpais High School District 
officials charged with operating 
a “ special education program” 
will come before the district 
board tonight. It will meet at 8 
p.m. at the Re d w o o d High 
School faculty lounge. 
According to some parents, 
who have grouped themselves 
under the banner of Citizens 
Association for Special Educa­ 
tion (CASEL the controversy is 
two-pronged) 
It arises, they say, from the 
district’s reluctance to upgrade 
a badly out-of-state program 
and deficiencies in the teaching 
staff itself. 
On the other hand, officials 
directly responsible for the pro­ 
gram say parents have refused 
to work with teachers in mak­ 
ing program changes but that 
teachers 
nevertheless 
have 
“ worked diligently” to improve 
the program in areas of parent 
concern. 
“ It is the opinion of the staff 
that the charges of incompet­ 
ence leveled against staff mem­ 
bers are based m a i n l y on 
personal issues,’ says Dr. Janet 
M. Lyon, director of special ed­ 
ucation. 
The issues first came before 
district trustees last summer 
when parents charged their 
children were being “ treated as 
outcasts” by some teachers and 
students at Tamalpais High 
School in Mill Valley where the 
program is located. 
The district board then re­ 
ferred the matter to Supt. Wil­ 
ber D. Hawkins wrho assured 
the board he would resolve the 
matter at staff level. 
Following a series of meet­ 
ings with parents, the district 


hired Carlos O. Lopez of the 
Pajaro Valley Unified School 
District, to evaluate the pro­ 
gram. 
Carlos’s report was submitted 
Dec. 30 and contained many 
recommendations — most of 
them still awaiting action — for 
bringing the program not only 
up to state standards but up to 
standards which have generally 
been practiced elsewhere in the 
state for years. 
Supt. Hawkins last week told 
the board that “ the consultant 
concluded that the program 
was an excellent one.” 
The board, which was sched­ 
uled to discuss the program 
with parents, declined such dis- 
c u s s i o n last week saying it 
would have to be done in closed 
s e s s i o n 
because 
charges 
against two teachers were in­ 
separable from the program it­ 
self. 
It set a closed session for 
t o n i g h t to delve into the 
charges. 
The board subsequently re­ 
versed itself, however, and said 
the charges and the program 
would have to be handled sepa­ 
rately. 
To be discussed tonight in 
open session are parent charges 
that the program is years be­ 
hind times, reflects a philoso­ 
phy that 
mentally 
retarded 
students can’t learn, and has 
f a i l e d to comply with state 
laws, regulations and recom­ 
mendations. 
Charges against two of the 
program’s three teachers, will 
be heard in closed session. 
Those charges, according to 
material supplied by the dis­ 
trict, include frequent absense 
from the classrooms, little con­ 
cern for the students and in one 
case, ineptitude.

'Romeo and Juliet' A Brilliant Show

It was one of Seiji Ozawa's 
most brilliant “shows” when he 
closed the San Francisco Sym­ 
phony’s second annual Marin 
series Saturday night at Terra 
Linda High School gymnasium 
with “Four Views of Romeo 
and Juliet.” 
Seemingly possessed with 
some special musical demon, 
he conducted with fiery intensi­ 
ty and a graphic clarity of ba­ 
ton t e c h n i q u e that made 
watching him as important for 
the eye as the sensuous and 
dynamic music was for the ear.

What a terrific dancer he 
would make! Yet no show busi­ 
ness gymnastics resulted in ex­ 
cessive flamboyance. 
The first two musical views 
of the Shakespearean tragedy 
strongly emphasized lyricism. 
— the opening love music from 
Berlioz’s symphony ‘ Romeo 
and Juliet” and Tchaikovsky’s 
fantasy-overture of the same 
name. The last two views were 
modern dynamic and rhythmic 
realizations of the theme in 
dance. These were selections 
from suites 1 and 2 of Proko­ 
fiev’s ballet “Romeo and Ju­ 
liet” and the symphonic dances 


from Bernstein’s “West Side 
Story,” a contemporary version 
of the theme in a set in a New 
York ghetto. 
Apparently audience reaction 
and perhaps performance was 
quite different in Marin from 
those at the regular San Fran­ 
cisco series in the opera house, 
for the opening Berlioz love mu­ 
sic, though 'exquisite in every 
detail, was low key, while the 
Tchaikovsky fantasy-overture 
was a smash hit. Part of the 
reason for this popularity may 
have been the familiarity of the 
famed love melody.

MOUNTAIN PLAY — T h e

SAN FRANCISCO — Attend­ 
ing the Winifred Baker-conduct­ 
ed Bach B M i n o r M a s s 
yesterday in the new St. Mary ’s 
Cathedral was an awe-inspiring 
experience. 


Packed with more than 2.500 
persons, with many standing 
and even seated on the floor, 
the cathedral itself was the ma­ 
jor source of wonder because of 
its breathtaking beauty. 


A 
picture of 
inexpressible 
grandeur was presented by the 
175-voice 
combined 
Winifred 
Baker Chorale from Marin and 
San Francisco Civic Chorale, 
four solists and a 23-piece or­ 
chestra positioned under the 
196-foot spotlighted apex of the 
soaring roof, from which hung 
an enormous pyramid of glit­ 
tering crystal rods. Said to rep- 
r e s e n t the mercy of God 
descending, it had the effect of 
an extraordinary halo. 
Another visual wonder rising 
some distance to the right was 
the great 89-rank pipe organ 
looking like a gigantic piece of 
modern sculpture. Marin or­ 
ganist Wilbur Russell was at 
the console. 
The music was not quite up to 
the potential of the cathedral, 
and this was not the fault of 
conductor or performers. 
How’ the music was heard de­ 
pended upon where one sat, 
since seating is in the round 
with no seat further than 75 feet 
from the sanctuary. 
Walking around the perime­ 
ter I found those seated behind 
the singers, especially to the 
right, heard little, while those 


facing them or to the left re­ 
ceived the full benefit of the 
acclaimed acoustics. There the 
great climaxes and singing of 
the four excellent soloists were 
impressive, but without ampli­ 
fication and with a sound-ab­ 
sorbing capacity audience, it 
would take a chorus twice the 
size of yesterday's to achieve 
sonority to match the magni­ 
tude of the cathedral. 
Of the four soloists Marin so­ 
prano Gwen Curatilo's voice of 
bell-like clarity carried best as 
it floated with ease and agility 
through the difficulties of the, 
florid music. The other soloists 
were mezzo soprano Donna Pe­ 
tersen, tenor Dan Parkerson 
and bass Jam es Tippey. 
Oddly enough* the orchestral 
instruments were heard with 
great clarity even at the right, 
and 
some of the individual 
work on oboe, v i o l i n , horn, 
trumpet and flute added luster 
to the performance. 
The position of the organ at 
some distance from the singers 
caused 
some difficulties 
be­ 
cause of time lag, and neither 
the artistry of Russell nor the 
potentialities of the great organ 
could be heard to advantage 
because he was. forced to play it 
mostly as a continuo or back­ 
ground rather than solo instru­ 
ment. 
Organ lovers should watch 
for the next organ concert. 
Everything considered, it was 
a memorable day for Marin 
musicians, since the 75 singers 
in the Winifred Baker Chorale 
and many of the instrumental­ 
ists were from this county.

Blend with plenty of people- 
watching, fresh air and sun­ 
shine. Season to taste with lots 
of good humor and you have a 
fine afternoon at the 54th an­ 
nual Mountain Play. 
Those who missed the Tamal- 
"pais Mountain Play Associa­ 
tion’s show yesterday in the 
open-air 
Sidney 
B. 
Cushing 
Memorial Theatre will get a 
second chance next Sunday at 2 
p.m. 
The play i t s e l f , John M. 
Synge’s “Playboy of the West­ 
ern World,” while not inciden­ 
tal, certainly is only part of the 
show. 
To some extent, it’s a kind of 
happening, to large extent a 
community experience as bas­ 
ket lunches, babies, octogenari­ 
ans. long-hairs and straights 
gather for the enjoyment of 
seeing a good theatrical classic, 
wonderful 
views 
of 
natural 
scenery and each other. 
Hours before show time peo­ 
ple were picking their spots in 
the 
amphitheater, 
spreading 
blankets and other padding on 
those hard stone seats, digging 
into 
hampers, 
stripping 
off 
heavier outer garments to add 
to that tan and generally get­ 
ting in the mood that lasted 
until the final stragglers in a 
crowds of about 3,500 persons 
trailed out at the end of the 
afternoon. 


Back stage during the final 
hour before curtain was rela­ 
tively calm, showing little of 
the usual frenzied near-hyster­ 
ics of a community theater 
opening. 
Stage m anager Dave Munro 
gave some last minute instruc­ 
tions to the “Villagers.” Some 
touchup was applied to make­ 
up. M arian Hayes Cain, the as- 
s o c i a t i o n ’ s 
production 
coordinator, chatted in a re- 
1 a x e d mood as she double­ 
checked to see everyone had 
been fed. 
Director Robin Jackson, most 
of his work done, surveyed the 
area with an eye of calm assur­ 
ance. 
Much of his assurance is jus­ 
tified. It’s an Herculean task to 
take Synge’s classic mixture of 
the comic, the sardonic and the 
tender, written originally for 
the i n t i m a c y of the Abby 
Theatre where it first hit the 
boards in 1906 (causing riots 
incidently,) and adapt it to the 
open air 5000 seat, cloud and 
mountain 
backdrop 
against 
which it was presented. 
Somehow 
set-designer Wil­ 
liam Carson, and the cast, aid­ 
ed and abbetted by a couple of 
ducks, some chickens, a horse 
and a goat — the latter paraded 
through the “house” during in­ 
termission to the delight of 
everyone — managed to hack it 
and the result, while not quite 
what S y n g e had in mind 63 
years ago, certainly had its 
merits.

Tamalpais High School District 
officials charged with operating 
a “special education program” 
will come before the district 
board tonight. I f will meet at 8 
p.m. at the R e d w o o d High 
School faculty lounge. 
According to some parents, 
who have grouped themselves 
under the banner of Citizens 
Association for Special Educa­ 
tion (CASE)* the controversy is 
two-pronged) 
It arises, they say, from the 
district’s reluctance to upgrade 
a badly out-of-state program 
and deficiencies in the teaching 
staff itself. 
On the other hand, officials 
directly responsible for the pro­ 
gram say parents have refused 
to work with teachers in mak­ 
ing program changes but that 
teachers 
nevertheless 
have 
“worked diligently” to improve 
the program in areas of parent 
concern. 
“ It is the opinion of the staff 
that the charges of incompet­ 
ence leveled against staff mem­ 
bers are based m a i n l y on 
personal issues,’ says Dr. Janet 
M. Lyon, director of special ed­ 
ucation. 
The issues first came before 
district trustees last summer 
when 
parents 
charged their 
children were being “treated as 
outcasts” by some teachers and 
students 
at Tamalpais High 
School in Mill Valley w'here the 
program is located. 
The district board then re­ 
ferred the matter to Supt. Wil­ 
ber D. Hawkins who assured 
the board he would resolve the 
matter at staff level. 
Following a series of meet­ 
ings with parents, the district 


hired Carlos O. Lopez of the 
Pajaro Valley Unified School 
District, to evaluate the pro­ 
gram. 
Carlos's report was submitted 
Dec. 30 and contained many 
recommendations — most of 
them still awaiting action — for 
bringing the program not only 
up to state standards but up to 
standards which have generally 
been practiced elsewhere in the 
state for years. 
Supt. Hawkins last week told 
the board that “the consultant 
concluded that the program 
was an excellent one.” 
The board, which w’as sched­ 
uled to discuss the program 
with parents, declined such dis- 
c u s s i o n last week saying it 
would have to be done in closed 
s e s s i o n 
because 
charges 
against two teachers wrere in­ 
separable from the program it­ 
self. 
It set a closed session for 
t o n i g h t to delve into the 
charges. 
The board subsequently re­ 
versed itself, however, and said 
the charges and the program 
would have to be handled sepa­ 
rately. 
To be discussed tonight in 
open session are parent charges 
that the program is years be­ 
hind times, reflects a philoso­ 
phy 
that 
mentally 
retarded 
students can’t learn, and has 
f a i l e d to comply with state 
laws, regulations and recom­ 
mendations. 
Charges against two of the 
program’s three teachers, will 
be heard in closed session. 
Those charges, according to 
material supplied by the dis­ 
trict, include frequent absense 
from the classrooms, little con­ 
cern for the students and in one 
case, ineptitude.

If there’s one thing Ray Sa­ 
decki has learned during his 14 
years in professional baseball, 
it would have to be patience. 
It takes a good deal of pa­ 
tience for a man, particularly 
one who once was the ace of a 
world championship team, to 
sit on a bench and wait for a 
call. It takes something else to 
make good use of the infrequent 
opportunities. 


Sadecki, who won 20 games 
for the world champion St.

only five hits as the New York 
Mets downed the Braves, 4-0. 
Sadecki walked only one batter 
and struck out six as a crowd of 
50,999 watched the contest at 
Shea Stadium. 


“ I ’ve only pitched 15 2-3 in­ 
nings,” Sadecki said after his 
fine triumph. “ But I under­ 
stand the situation on this club 
and I can’t get too upset about 
not playing more. We have sev­ 
eral good strong starters and 


o n 1 y a few off days in the 
schedule, so it’s tough to get 
anyone else in the rotation. 
“ It makes me feel real good 
to do the job. With a staff as 
strong and as deep as ours, you 
tell me who they’re going to sit 
down. 
After you’ve pitched 
around and have a chance to 
analyze things, it’s easier to 
accept being a relief pitcher. 
This would be a terrible job 
with a second-division club, but 
with a winner it’s not too bad.” 
Thanks to Sadecki’s second 
victory in as many decisions, 
the Mets maintained their slim 
edge on first place in the Na­ 
tional League’s East Division, 
five percentage points in front 
of the Cardinals, who whipped 
the San Diego Padres, 6-1. 
The San Francisco Giants, 
meantime, stretched their West 
Division lead to nine full games 
as they beat the Houston As­ 
tros, 7-4. In other games, the 
Cincinnati 
Reds nipped the 
Philadelphia Phils, 4-3, the Los 
Angeles Dodgers tripped the 
Chicago Cubs, 4-3, and the Mon­ 
treal Expos beat the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, 4-2.

Stadium was “the real Ameri­ 
can track and field champion­ 
ship.” 
“My athletes promised to do 
the job and d i d., * ’ Bush said 
Saturday. “I had it doped for 
an Oregon victory after Friday, 
146-125 1-2. But my athletes 
were great.”

Q. We are retired and hold 


100 shares of Dan River and 
five other issues. Should we 
hold this stock or sell and 
increase some other holding? 
— M.P. 


A. 
Textile 
manufacturers 
have been hard hit in the last 
year by general economic slug­ 
gishness, foreign competition 
and consumer resistance in the 
“hemline” battle. Dan River 
has reported deficits in four of 
the last five quarters. For the 
most r e c e n t period — the 
March quarter — sales gained 7 
per cent but a deficit of 1 1 cents 
a share was reported. 
Knitted textiles have enjoyed 
strong demand and last year 
Dan River's sales in this area 
were up 70 per cent. Corduroy 
sales were also strong. Carpet, 
lighter w'eight fabrics, sheeting 
and yarns, which account for 73 
per cent of sales, were very 
slow to move. However, turn­ 
over of these products is ex­ 
pected to pick up and should 
enable Dan River to show a 
profit for the year. I look for a 
good level of recovery in this 
group and would not advise dis­ 
posing of these shares at this 
time.

Grants ranging from $100 to 
full tuition, board and room are 
in this data bank. Donors in­ 
clude unions, fraternal organi­ 
zations, foundations, local, state 
and federal agencies, military 
auxiliary organizations, indus­ 
trial groups* corporations and 
educational institutions. 
Financial need is not a deter­ 
rent in qualifying. 
For example, an American 
Indian living in New York state 
and desiring a career in agri­ 
culture can apply to Cornell 
University for a tuition grant. 
Any student with the surname 
“ Leavenworth” can apply to 
Yale for a $900 annual tuition 
grant thanks to a fund estab­ 
lished by a Yale graduate inter­ 
ested 
in

“ The response has been ex­ 
traordinary,”

North. 
“ We’ve had letters from de­ 
scendants of Pocahontas and 
General Custer, members of 
the Daughters of the American

Nearly 30 
rounds of 82mm m ortar shells 
were fired into the base while 
the fire was being fought. 
In the Central Highlands, a 
Communist m ortar shell de­ 
stroyed a U.S. Army U fll Huey 
helicopter on the ground at Fire 
Support Base No. 5, killing at 
least one American and three 
South Vietnamese field spokes­ 
men said. Another American 
was wounded. The base was hit 
by tear gas, as well as high 
explosive shells, the spokesmen 
said. 
Further north on the south­ 
east end of the A Shau Valley, 
South Vietnamese infantrymen 
reported killing 54 Communists 
in a drive along a narrow ridge.

Magee Again 
Stops Action 
In Courtroom 


Says Judge Prejudiced, 
Hits At Angela Lawyer

San Quentin inmate Ruchell Magee stopped 
court hearings again today in his and Angela 
Davis’s case by challenging the latest judge 
assigned to hear pretrial motions. 
At the end of the morning 
- 
session at the Marin Hall of 
Justice, which lasted about an 
hour, Magee also denounced 
Miss Davis's attorney, Howard 
Moore Jr., saying he was “just 
putting on a show.” 


Judge Richard E. Arnason of 
Contra Costa County was chal­ 
lenged by Magee about 10 min-# 
utes a f t e r he had taken the 
bench. The judge, as he pointed 
out, had said little more than 
“ good 
morning” 
before 
the 
challenge. 


Magee 
challenged 
Arnason 
for cause as being prejudiced 
when the j u d g e , as have all 
past judges, refused to halt pro­ 
ceedings pending Magee’s de­ 
ni a n d 
that 
the 
case 
be 
transferred to federal court. 


In a now fam iliar speech, 
Magee accused Judge Arnason 
of “driving over my rights,” 
and said he was not “ upholding 
the law you have sworn to up­ 
hold.” 
Miss Davis, who along with 
Magee is charged with murder, 
kidnapping, and conspiracy in 
connection 
with the 
August 
shoot-out at the Civic Center, 
sat q u i e t l y looking off into 
space while Magee attacked the 
judge and her attorney. 
Judge Arnason, after a recess 
during which he conferred with 
the lawyers and Judge Samuel 
W. Gardiner, presiding judge of 
Marin Superior Court, said the 
challenge necessitated a ruling 
by an outside judge on whether 
he is prejudiced. 
No date was set for the next 
court appearances. 
After the judge had made 
this statement, Moore asked 
that charges against Miss Da­ 
vis be dismissed, saying that 


she is “locked into a precedure 
that never gets started.” 
He called it a “horrendous 
punishment” that she has been 
jailed since December and said 
that the prosecuting attorney 
(Albert W. Harris Jr.) has no 
evidence against her. Moore 
also cited a letter written by 
Magee in which the convict said 
Miss Davis was innocent. 
Magee responded by saying 
that if “Mr. Moore was so in­ 
terested in his client” he would 
file a writ of habeas corpus on 
her behalf to get her freed. He 
told Moore that he has over- 
l o o k e d “this remedy that is 
over 500 years old” and that he 
was “ toying with the law.” 
He also said that Moore had 
not cooperated with him in 
“finding evidence.” 
‘ ‘ A l l I ever get from Mr. 
Moore is ‘we want bail,’ ” Ma­ 
gee said. 
(Earlier in the session, Magee 
had termed his own court-ap- 
p o i n t e d lawyer, Ernest L. 
Graves of Los Angeles, a Ku 
Klux Klan member.) 
Moore, after court, refused to 
discuss the possibility of asking 
that Miss Davis’s case be se­ 
vered from Magee’s. 
“We want a dismissal,” he 
said firmly. 
He also said Magee’s demand 
that the case be transferred to 
federal court was premature 
and that no record had yet been 
made on w h i c h it could be 
shown that the defendants were 
being denied civil rights. 
Still waiting to be heard are 
nine motions on behalf of Miss 
Davis, including ones that the 
case against her be dismissed 
and that she be released on 
bail.

Albert Solnit, chief of ad­ 
vance planning, made the pre­ 
diction during a preliminary 
presentation of the countywide 
plan for open space before the 
Marin County Planning com­ 
missioners. 
The preliminary presentation 
of the open space plan will be 
followed up by other public 
hearings before it is incorporat­ 
ed into a countywide general 
plan that is being drawn up. 
Solnit and planner Sol Silver 
said that the countywide gener­ 
al plan will d i v i d e Marin 
County into three general corri­ 
dors : 


1. The 
Eastern 
urbanized 
corridor along Highway 
101 
where the 11 cities are located. 
Here, bay and marsh edges and 
lowlands should be kept open, 
and greenbelts should be prov­ 
ided along the ridges and up­ 
lands above Mill Valley, Lucas 


Valley and Novato. Natural en­ 
vironment should be preserved 
along creeks and stream s that 
are not already concreted. 


2. Coastal recreation corridor 
from Golden Gate Headlands to 
Point Reyes Seashore. Much of 
this will be permanently open 
in the form of public, parks. 
Resort facilities should be al­ 
lowed in spots along Tomales 
Bay, but concentrated building 
should not be permitted along 
the San Andreas Fault. 


3. The inland rural corridor, 
from the eastern corridor to 
Tomales Bay, including Nica- 
sio, Hicks and San Geronimo 
valleys. There, the rural life 
style should be salvaged, with a 
positive effort to preserve agri­ 
cultural and grazing use. 
Solnit said the countywide 
general plan will be a refine­ 
ment of the city-centered con­ 
cept outline in the regional plan 
drawn up by the Association of 
Bay Area Governments. 
Under the city-centered con­ 
cept, most of the residential 
growth would be concentrated 
in the eastern corridor.

ROSARIO, Argentina (UPI) — Argentina's se­ 
curity forces appealed for information from citi­ 
zens today in the search for honorary British 
Consul Stanley Sylvester, kidnapped 
yesterday by the left-wing “people's 
revolutionary arm y.’-’ 
Syvester, 58, was the third polit­ 
ical hostage taken by Argentine ur­ 
ban guerrila terrorists in 14 months. 
Three men abducted him at gun­ 
point as he left his home six miles 
from the center of Rosario.

Officials said 80 per cent of 
Bingol’s buildings were dam­ 
aged and unuseable, including 
the post office, the hospital and 
the prison. Officials later were 
able to install emergency power 
in some areas,

steady 
rain 
throughout 
most of Sunday hampered res­ 
cue work. Helicopters made 
trip after trip from the capital 
to outlying districts dropping 
food supplies, mostly bread. 
Premier Nihat Erim visited 
the area with several members 
of his cabinet Sunday. He or­ 
dered that everything possible 
be done to bring relief to the 
earthquake victims.

Reds Told Her: 
Tell The Truth

Editor’s Note: Following is 
the first in a series of person­ 
al impressions written by 
UPI’s

Penh bureau chief about her 
capture and release 23 days 
later by North Vietnamese 
troops in Cambodia. 


Had it not been for Toshiichi 
Suzuki of Nihon Denpa News, 
one of my co-captives, this sto­ 
ry would be like a silent movie. 
“Suza-Kee,” as the Vietnamese 
pronounced 
his 
name, 
had 
spent two and one-half years in 
Hanoi as a correspondent and 
speaks Vietnamese well. For 
his courage, diplomacy and un­ 
tiring translation efforts, I am 
forever in debt. There will re­ 
main a bond between us, more 
real than the r o p e s that at 
times bound us together. 


We stood in the dusk, an 
odd little group of six, turning 
to wave goodbye to the sol­ 
diers who had come to watch 
us leave on our walk back to 
freedom. 
“Tell 
the 
truth 
about us,” they said. 
“If we make it b a c k , ” I 
t h o u g h t , “If we make it 
back.” 
We were lucky. We made it. 
Twenty-three days after those 
first shots rang out on High­ 
way 4. 


April 7 was a quiet, hot day. 
The only photographs I had got­ 
ten were of Cambodian para- 
t r o o p e r s swarming over a 
water truck. The road was so 
hot the drops of water sizzled 
as they splashed on the asphalt. 
“To heck with t h i s , ’ ’ I 
thought as Chhim Sarath, the 
UPI driver, and I plodded down 
Highway 4. “The story’s in 
Pakistan today anyway.” 
I knotted my handkerchief 
around my neck as a sweat- 
catcher. Sweat was running 
into my eyes, down my arms 
and onto my camera. It was 
about 1 p.m. at Kilometer 93.5.

world exploded into the crack 
and whistle of small arms fire, 
the crash of mortars, hammer 
of automatic weapons —- and 
the sudden screams of wound­ 
ed. 
We were in a ditch, scram­ 
bling. A paratrooper in front of 
me trailed his leg, the green 
and brown of his camouflage 
uniform d r e n c h e d red. He 
moved forward down the ditch 
and stained the grass. Crack! 
Blood blossomed from the para­ 
trooper’s shoulder. 
“The other way! The other 
way! Back to the C.P. (com­ 
mand post),” I gasped at Sar- 
a t h . 
My foot was cut. I 
stumbled, slipped on the blood 
and my sandal came off. Sar­ 
ath threw it forward to me. 
“Miss Kate! Miss Kate! No, 
No.” The face of a Cambodian 
freelance 
photographer 
ap­ 
peared in front of me. “VC, VC, 
Chirran-Na” (many). 
“ Radio, no radio here, we 
must move to radio,” Sarath 
said. 
Then we realized what had 
happened. They were hitting 
the rear C.P. and the forward 
C.P. We were in the middle and 
the road was a shooting gal­ 
lery. The twice-wounded para­ 
trooper stood up and moved 
like 
a 
ghastly sleepwalker, 
dazed. Crack! His other leg. He 
fell b e s i d e us, his face still 
blank. Thea Kim Heang, the 
freelance photographer, put a 
cigarette in the soldier’s hand. 
He smoked, slowly, automati­ 
cally. 
Another young paratrooper 
came 
running, 
doubled 
up, 
from the direction of the rear 
C.P., the zing of bullets in the 
air around him. I saw Toschi- 
ichi Suzuki, the correspondent 
from Nihon Denpa news, the 
Japanese 
Newsfilm 
agency, 
and his interpreter huddled be­ 
tween some bushes behind us. 
I lit a cigarette. “This is it,” 
I thought. 
The young paratrooper dou­ 
bled and ran again. We heard a 
volley of shots. Another para­ 
trooper followed him, 
more 
shots. We looked at one anoth­ 
er, our eyes hollow with reali­ 
zation, and started scrambling 
back into the jungle, into Viet 
Cong lines, 56 miles from the 
safety of Phnom Penh.

Daring Death 
Is Her Business

It was typical of Catherine M. 
“Kate” Webb to turn up safe 
and sound two weeks after she 
was given up for dead. 
Once a couple of years ago 
she was freed from her news 
duties in Saigon to take one of 
the periodic “rest and recupe­ 
ration” leaves UPI reporters 
are given. Instead of taking the 
customary trip to Hong Kong or 
Bangkok, Miss Webb traveled 
to Quant Tri province in the 
northern part of South Vietnam 
where she spent 10 days with 
South Vietnamese troops to see 
how they performed in action. 
Another time during the Tet 
offensive in Saigon in early 1968 
she was caught in a Communist 
barrage on a schoolhouse where 
South Vietnamese colonels were 
holding a strategy meeting. 
Several officers were killed but 
Miss Webb survived, brushing 
off debris to write one of the 
more dramatic stories of the 
day. 
Kate Webb — she dislikes 
being called Catherine — is 
soft-spoken, friendly and gentle 
but underneath she is a tough 
news competitor who believes 
that the way to write a story is 
to be there to see firsthand 
what happens. 
A colleague, in writing what 
he thought was Miss Webb’s 
obituary, in April, said, “She 
appeared as a waif, plodding 
the Saigon streets in a striped 
dress and sandals, her feet al­ 
most as dirty as the sidewalks. 
The waif manner never disap­ 
peared even when she donned 
green fatigues and awkward 
combat boots for trips to the 
field. Her helmet u s u a l l y 
slipped off at inopportune mo­ 
ments and in a heavy flak jack­ 
et, she was almost hidden from 
view. 
“She was not fearless but she 
was brave. She went through 
mortar and rocket 
attacks, 
landings in disabled helicopters 
and the common battlefield 
dangers of bullets and shrapnel 
and would emerge shaken but 
determined.” 


M i s s Webb was bom in 
Christchurch, New Zealand, in 
.1943 and educated in Australia 
where she won a degree in phi­ 
losophy at Melbourne Universi­ 
ty. She worked for the Sydney 
Sunday Mirror and the Sydney 
Daily Mirror before joining 
UPI in Saigon in 1967. 


She interrupted her Indochina 
career for a stint as a member 
of the UPI staff in Pittsburgh, 
Pa., in 1969, and returned to 
Asia late in 1970. She became 
manager of the UPI bureau in 
Phnom Penh, capital of Cam­ 
bodia, following the death of 
Frank Frosch, who was slain 
with UPI photographer Kyoichi 
Sawada in October, 1970. 
On April 7 she disappeared 
while covering a drive by Cam­ 
bodian troops on Highway 4 and 
two weeks later a body identi­ 
fied at the time as hers was 
found in the vicinity. On May 1, 
however, she telephoned the 
UPI bureau in Phnom Penh 
from an outlying town to an­ 
nounce that she was free after 
having been released by the 
Communists.

Circus Atmosphere 
At Scout-O-Rama 


It was a carnival, a circus 
and an education as some three 
thousand Marin County scouts 
did their thing Saturday after­ 
noon at the annual Scout-O- 
Rama at Forest Meadows in 
San Rafael. 
Fun was the order of the day. 
Laughter filled the air; there 
was something for everyone. 
San Rafael police controlled 
the massive traffic jam on the 
* Dominican College campus as a 
crowd estimated at 20,000 per­ 
sons struggled to find parking 
places. 
Parents lost, found, scolded 
and laughed at their children as 
the youngsters raced from one 
exhibit to the next. 
It was like a carnival with 
balloons and games and hot 
dogs. Brightly-colored posters 
described the action at each 
display booth and the name of 
the pack or troop was posted 
nearby. 
There was a circus atmos­ 
phere as children dressed as 
clowns, spacemen and even a 
miniature 
Smokey-the-Bear 
wandered about. Strains of dif­ 
ferent kinds of music could be 
heard, depending on which end 
of the grounds the observer was 
walking, from bagpipes (Troop 
24) to brass band (Sixth Army 
Band from the Presidio of San 
Francisco and the 12th Naval 
District Band from Alameda 
Air Station). 
And what an education was 
available! Exhibits displayed 
artificial respiration methods, 
silk screen printing, finger­ 
printing, kayak construction, 
camping, bicycle repair, back 
packing, 
mountain 
climbing, 
survival training and cooking 
with dehydrated food outdoors. 
Many of the displays included 
participation from observers, 
such as rope making, a physi­ 
cal fitness course and lots of 
games for children: apple bob­ 
bing, jumping into hay, paint­ 
ing Indian r a t t l e s , masks, 
lassoing (saw) horses, knocking 
boys into the water, making 
puppets and turtles. 
Most of the activities were 
physical and involved climbing 
ladders and ropes into aerial 
swings and trees. 
But the. real stars of the day 
were the many cub, boy and 
explorer scouts who turned on 
the charm. 
Troop 39, Santa Venetia, of­ 
fered tiny pine plants with con­ 
servation 
information 
to 
observers. Nine-year-old Bob 
Moore knowledgeably warned 
e v e r y o n e not to plant the 
.sprouts until November “when 
the rain comes.” The plants 
should be kept in a cool place 
until then, he advised. 


One polite youngster, Larry 
, Pebbles of Troop 75 in Novato, 
' asked a passerby if she would 
like to learn more about back 
packing. When the young wom­ 
an hesitated, the dark-haired 
13-year-old piped up, “It’s okay 
if you don’t want to.” 
San Rafael Scout Troop 87 
was busy cooking chicken and 
pancakes during the day. Dar­ 
win Nimer, 13, yelled to specta­ 


tors, “Free chicken. Over here. 
Free pancakes.” 
He kept a close eye on the 
plate, however, and when one 
hungry youth came back too 
often, he told him q u i e t l y , 
“Why don’t you leave some for 
somebody else?” 
The sun-splashed meadows 
were filled with dogs to be pet­ 
ted and police cars that could 
be climbed into and touched. 
Free lemonade of uncertain fla­ 
vor was passed out by a Loma 
Verde Cub Scout Troop. 
One 
scoutmaster, 
George 
Daum, observing his Corte Ma­ 
dera Troop 80 scouts, summed 
up the Scout-O-Rama this way: 
“The cub scouts have a lot

These spots can often be 
removed by coating them 
with a thick solution of rub­ 
ber in a solvent that evapo­ 
rates 
quickly, 
and 
then 
peeling off the rubber coat­ 
ing when it is almost dry, 
repeating the operation sev­ 
eral times if necessary. All 
oil or grease spots should be 
removed as quickly as possi­ 
ble particularly those made 
by p a i n t oils since these 
oxidize quickly and are soon 
only slightly soluble.

Reasons For Caution 
On Health Revamping 


The Marin County Board of 
Supervisors heard some words 
of caution last week about rush­ 
ing into a new organizational 
setup which would bunch all 
health and medical services un­ 
der one department head. 
The cautions came from rep­ 
resentatives of the Marin Medi­ 
cal S o c i e t y and of several 
volunteer 
organizations 
in­ 
volved in the health field, as 
well as from Dr. Carolyn B. 
Albrecht, county health officer 
whose organization would be 
most affected. 
We would like to add our own 
words of caution. 
THE 
REORGANIZATION 
plan, urged by Asst. County 
Administrator Thomas F. Cam- 
panella, would put Dr. Donovan 
0. Cooke at the head of a medi- 
cal-health department with two 
assistants, Dr. Albrecht as pub­ 
lic health chief and Dr. John 
Guerrant 
as 
mental 
health 
chief. 
It would also create a new 
department — a department of 
inspections, which would take 
over sanitation (euphemistical­ 
ly 
called 
“environmental 
health”) along with building in­ 
spection 
(now 
under 
public 
works) and zoning administra­ 
tion (now under planning). 
DR. ALBRECHT OBJECT­ 
ED strenuously to removing 
sanitation 
from 
the 
public 
health field. She did so on ex­ 
cellent grounds. Since public 
health is concerned chiefly with 
communicable disease, to di­ 
vorce 
sanitation 
inspection 
from it makes very little sense. 
That’s what sanitation is all 
about: control of communica­ 
ble disease. 
The proposed reorganization 
also would fracture the plan-

ning department by removing 
the zoning administrator from 
its jurisdiction. If his job is not 
part of planning, we cannot im­ 
agine what it is. 
A case might be made for 
putting building inspection also 
under planning, rather than 
public works. But to group it 
with zoning administration and 
sanitation inspection in a new 
department would be to create 
a hash of three dissimilar func­ 
tions. 
THERE IS ANOTHER reason 
to be leery of the proposed re­ 
organization, 
which 
nobody 
seems to have mentioned. 
Dr. Cooke is an elected offi­ 
cial, as county coroner. The 
voters chose him to run the 
coroner’s office. The board of 
supervisors already has given 
him other hats, as medical di­ 
rector with over-all responsibil­ 
ity also for the mental health 
program. 
There are recognitions of Dr. 
Cooke’s administrative ability. 
But, he was elected to be coro­ 
ner. If he is given so many 
other duties that he cannot de­ 
vote the attention he should to 
the o f f i c e to which he was 
elected, is that playing fair 
with the voters who put him in 
that office? We think not. 
THE 
REORGANIZATION 
plan did not, of course, origi­ 
nate with Campanella. It is a 
revise of part of a “super-agen- 
cy” 
plan 
for 
reorganizing 
county government that was 
proposed in April, 
1966, 
by 
Campanella’s boss, Alan Bruce. 
That was rejected by the board 
of supervisors after some study 
convinced board members that 
it would not improve efficiency. 
The current proposal appears 
to have the same flaw. 


Bay Pollution Claims 
May Have Impurities

Is San Francisco Bay getting cleaner 
or dirtier? 
It depends on who you listen to, what 
he is trying to sell, and whether he leaves 
something out. 
According to the chairman of the State 
Water Resources Control Board, Kerry 
W. Mulligan, the bay “continues to suffer 
marked deterioration in quality.” 
According to the Regional Water Quali­ 
ty Control Board, however, considerable 
evidence has been seen in the past few 
years that the bay’s health has improved. 
THE FIRST comprehensive measure­ 
ments of the bay’s quality were taken 
from 1965 to 1970 in a state study, so 
there are no reliable earlier measure­ 
ments with which to compare the new 
figures. 
Mulligan, whose description of the bay 
this month got wide publicity, offered it 
at a press conference to promote his 
board’s plea for a new agency to plan, 
finance and operate water pollution pro­ 
grams in the Bay Area. It would be 
s e p a r a t e from the existing regional 
board, which polices and enforces pollu­ 
tion regulations. 
You don’t sell strong medicine by as­ 
suring a patient he is healthy, so Mulli­ 
gan may have laid it on a bit heavy when 
he described the bay in such dark terms. 
Mulligan conceded that Bay Area sew-

erage a g e n c i e s , under the regional 
board’s prodding, “have taken important 
immediate steps, and there have been 
improvements made, some far-sighted. 
But in some parts quality has deteriorat­ 
ed,” he said in a retreat from his earlier 
pronouncement. 
He said that this deterioration was 
limited to shallow extremities of the bay, 
and that deeper water areas apparently 
still were healthy. 
THIS WOULD FIT the regional board’s 
informal evidence — fish and wildlife are 
returning to bay waters they vanished 
from more than 20 y e a r s ago. These 
include sturgeon, anchovies and shrimp, 
all of which indicate a return of the bay’s 
food chain. 
The return of sturgeon in the southern 
reaches of the bay was particularly en­ 
couraging. They feed on the bottom, 
where sewage solids would settle, and the 
sturgeon could not survive if conditions 
were as bad as suggested by Mulligan. 
Half of the c i t i e s around the bay 
dumped raw sewage 20 yearsago, the 
other half giving it only primary treat­ 
ment. Today, all give at least primary 
treatment, and half give secondary treat­ 
ment. 
The future, however, is not so rosy. 
Someday, the bay’s capacity to assimi­ 
late wastewater will be exceeded. No one 
knows when that will happen or what the 
capacity is, but all experts agree it will 
come. 
Unless strong steps are taken, Mulli­ 
gan’s description of “deterioration” will 
be an obsolete reminder of the good old 
days. Formation of the regional agency 
proposed by the state board is needed to 
clean up the bay — fiercely independent 
sewerage agencies have proved they can­ 
not do the job on their own.

No-Fault Insurance 
'Overkill' Solution 


In my capacity as both a member of 
the 
Governor’s 
Automobile 
Accident 
Study Commission and a concerned citi­ 
zen, I feel that the automobile problem 
needs clarification. Auto insurance is on 
the firing line of the consumerist move­ 
ment right now, with the very real dan­ 
ger that, instead of helping auto-accident 
victims, we will deprive them of their 
legal rights. 
Advocates 
of so-called 
“no fault” 
schemes propose to replace the present 
legal system of negligence in auto cases 
with a system of limited benefits for 
victims. Instead of tackling the real prob­ 
lems head on and improving the system, 
“no fault” proponents favor radical 
changes at the expense of the accident 
victim. 
After three years of study and thou­ 
sands of pages of testimony, we on the 
governor’s 
commission 
recommended 
against adoption of a “no fault” plan 
because it was clearly not in the best 
interests of the citizens of California. We 
proposed, instead, numerous reforms to 
improve the existing system while pre­ 
serving the state and federal constitution­ 
al rights of the individual, which “no 
fault” fails to do. 
The 
Governor’s 
Commission found 
many obstacles to “no fault” including, 
among others, reduced coverage and ben­ 


efits, increased administrative expense, 
possible unfortunate effects on insurance- 
rating techniques, and the clear lack of 
evidence that premiums would come 
down. Further, “no fault” offers no in­ 
herent deterrent to fraud and, I believe, 
might well encourage fraudulent claims 


The contignet-fee system has been at­ 
tacked by critics who argue that it is 
sometimes abused. But there is no other 
system available whereby the poor man 
can buy rich man’s justice . . . Without a 
contingent-fee arrangement, only the rich 
man would be able to afford a lawyer in 
a civil case .. . 
Those who propose to improve the sys­ 
tem by destroying the rights of victims to 
recover a full measure of damages under 
the misnomer of “no fault” have created 
a great deal of confusion, and the basic 
weaknesses of their approach should be 
stressed to the public. The side effects of 
“no fault” make it an overkill solution. 
They indeed may prove to be more ag­ 
gravating to the consumer than the 
weaknesses of the present system.

Amtrak Schedules 
And Trains Good 


I am writing in regard to your “Edi­ 
tor’s Notebook” of May 8 concerning 
Amtrak and it’s trains. Many of your 
observations are true but you also have 
some misconceptions about the service. 
The Oakland depot is indeed less than 
hospitable, although in very good repair 
for its years and the neglect Southern 
Pacific has shown it. The ticket agents at 
both Oakland and San Francisco are 
inexperienced in handling Amtrak tickets 
at this point. I frankly had a difficult 
time getting one. Also, the NWP San 
Rafael agency has been closed. 
This is in marked contrast, however, to 
the quality of the trains themselves. I 
had the pleasure to take train 18, former­ 
ly the City of San Francisco, from Oak­ 
land to Ogden on May 6. While Amtrak 
has left many areas unserved by the 
large number of trains eliminated, this 
move has allowed them to use only the 
best equipment of what is left. In addi­ 
tion to four coaches and three Pullmans 
on our train, we had a coffee-shop car, a 
diner, and a dome-lounge. All of the 
equipment was in excellent condition and 
very clean and comfortable. The diner 
had full linen and silver from the Union 
Pacific, and was run by a crew from that 
railroad, which has quite a reputation for 
service . . . The dinners were moderately 
priced (about $3.50 to $5.50) and were 
excellent. Lunches were about $1.50 to 
$2.50.1 would recommend this trip highly 
to your readers, and the scheduling al­ 
lows for a very convenient week-end trip 


I cannot conceive how you could so 
horribly misconstrue the Amtrak sched­ 
ule in regard to north-south service on 
the Pacific coast. Please correct your 
comments, for I fear no one from Marin 
County will ride Amtrak with the impres­ 
sion that you’ve given them. First, there 
is daily service each way between Oak­ 
land and Los Angeles. Second, there is 
twice daily service from Los Angeles to 
San Diego and back, with three trains on 
those days that the Seattle-San Diego 
through train is running. Similarly, there 
is twice daily service each way between 
Portland and Seattle, with three trains on 
those days that the Seattle-San Diego 
through train is running. 
My schedule says quite plainly that the 
Seattle-San Diego through trains have 
coaches, sleepers, a lounge, and a diner, 
while the Oakland-Los Angeles trains 
have coaches, a lounge, and “food serv­ 
ice”, which means a vending machine 
car. There is no confusion in Amtrak 
timetables, which of course is quite a 
break from railroad tradtion . . .

WASHINGTON — Congress is unwit­ 
tingly warning the American people not 
to allow it to grasp too large a role in the 
conduct of foreign policy. 
In principle it is altogether right that 
Congress should be exercising an impor­ 
tant voice in foreign affairs. 
But the reckless way it is going about 
the business of trying to do so can hardly 
fail to create a massive public demand 
on Congress to stop, look and listen. 
In recent months there has hardly been 
a single aspect of foreign policy which 
Congress, when it has acted to intervene, 
hasn’t bungled. 
THE LATEST INSTANCE was the 
Mansfield amendment to slash in half the 
U.S. forces a s s i g n e d to NATO. This 
would have been perilous folly. Only af­ 
ter great effort was it deflected by a 
face-saving compromise which does no 
immediate harm. 
If this is the way Congress proposes to 
seize the conduct of foreign affairs from 
the president, there will have to be a 
massive public crusade to save the coun­ 
try from Congress. 
Congress should play a significant role 
in foreign policy but it will throw away 
its opportunity to do so if it continues to 
show such ineptness. 
TAKE THE MANSFIELD amendment. 
The NATO n a t i o n s have long been 
urging the Soviet Union to negotiate a 
mutual reduction of Warsaw Pact and 
NATO forces in Europe. At times, Mos­ 
cow has appeared interested but has held 
back until very recently. Now at the very 
moment when party leader Leonid Brezh­ 
nev announced that the Russians are 
ready to move for a mutual cutback, 
Mansfield and other like-minded senators 
proposed to give to the Russians 50 per 
cent cut in U.S. NATO forces without 
getting anything in return. 
Defeated, yes — but the very initiative 
was ill-timed, ill-conceived and harmful. 
Is this the way Congress proposes to 
conduct foreign policy? 
THE NATO GOVERNMENTS had al- 
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ready worked out an agreed policy for 
the prospective talks with Moscow. The 
Mansfield amendment would have tom 
up that agreement. And to legislate a 
unilateral cut in U.S. forces in Europe 
would undermine NATO and destroy the 
confidence of the NATO countries in the 
steadfastness of American support. It 
would also have destroyed all prospects 
of reaching a workable solution for West 
Berlin, and the failure to get such a 
solution would nullify the worthy efforts 
of West Germany to improve relations 
with Russia and Poland. 
Is this the way Congress proposes to 
conduct foreign policy? 
Have no doubt about it, the Russians 
want to destroy NATO. They have tried 
to make the dissolution of NATO a pre­ 
condition of nearly every international 
negotiation they have participated in 
with the United States in recent years. 
They have even tried to make it a condi­ 
tion of the limited nuclear test ban. 
The Russians want to get the United 
States out of Europe, and the Senate 
maneuvers to slash U.S. NATO forces 
without any counterbalancing reduction 
of Russian forces was about to begin that 
process before wiser counsel prevailed at 
the last minute. 
IT CAN FAIRLY be argued that the 
United States is bearing too one-sided a 
burden in the cost of keeping up NATO’s 
defenses and that the NATO nations 
should be doing more. But for Congress 
to propose a one-sided action breaching 
agreed NATO policy is simply irresponsi­ 
ble. 
Is this the way Congress proposes to 
conduct foreign policy? 
Is this the way the Senate expects to 
win public confidence in its efforts to 
strengthen its voice in foreign affairs? 
If so, the nation will suffer. 
There is a right balance in the role of 
the president and the role of the Congress 
in these m a t t e r s and it can only be 
achieved with great care and responsibil­ 
ity.

Who Won Rights For Negro

AUSTIN, Tex. — Long before the dedi­ 
cation of the L.B.J. library here, they 
were calling it “Lyndon’s mausoleum,” 
and referring to the event itself as his 
resurrection. Then the scale of the cere­ 
monies and the accompanying barbecue 
encouraged just that many more wise­ 
cracks about the man who has replaced 
Herbert Hoover as the favorite butt of 
American political disparagement. 
That began because of his 10-gallon 
personality, of course, but it grew and 
continues because so many widely quoted 
wits place him in one context only — that 
of the man who escalated the Vietnamese 
war. It is time, now that he has been 
quietly retired at the ranch for more than 
two years, to recover from the monoman­ 
ia that equated him with the war and 
nothing else —time to consider his record 
in early perspective. 


WHEN JOHN KENNEDY was killed, I 
was stationed in Moscow. Not only the 
American community there, but many 
other foreigners and Russians too, knew 
Kennedy better than they had any other 
American 
president, 
and they were 
crushed and fearful. They knew virtually 
nothing about his successor, except that 
he was from Texas and that was where 
Kennedy had been slain. The conspiracy

theories of the assassination found un­ 
common receptivity there. 
Because I was the only person there 
who had covered Johnson in the Senate 
and as a vice presidential candidate, who 
knew him, friend after friend came to me 
to ask what kind of president he would 
be, what we could expect now. 
I knew him in the Senate as the man 
who got things done, but most often by 
compromise. I knew him as a candidate 
who spoke out on the issues, but whose 
main f u n c t i o n was to hold the South 
behind the Democratic ticket. I also 
knew that as of his death, Kennedy had 
asked Congress for broad civil rights 
legislation but had been reluctant to 
press too hard for its passage lest he 
jeopardize action on his other “New 
Frontier” bills. 
MY FEELING was that the first test of 
whether Lyndon Johnson as President 
intended to play politics or lead the na­ 
tion would be whether he committed him­ 
self to p a s s a g e of that civil rights 
package or contented himself with a 
congressionally watered down alterna­ 
tive. I told my friends in Moscow they 
might judge him the same way. 
He exceeded all my expectations, and 
perhaps even his own. 
He threw his full weight behind the 
civil rights bill of 1964, and it turned out 
even stronger than Kennedy had pro­ 
posed it the year before. In one swoop, it 
was the most far-reaching civil rights 
legislation since Reconstruction. It cov­ 
ered voting, public accommodations, edu­ 
cation, federal projects, employment, 
and many other areas. It could not have 
been passed without the total commit­ 
ment of the man in the White House. 
INSPIRED BY THAT success and the 
election results of 1964, he involved him­ 
self even more emotionally in the effort 
to guarantee voting rights. Standing in 
the House c h a m b e r in 1965 before a 
special joint session of Congress, he used 
the words of the anthem of the civil 
rights movement, “We shall overcome,” 
to summon the legislators to act. Five 
months later, he was at the .Capitol again 
to sign the milestone bill beside a statue 
of Abraham Lincoln in the rotunda. 
Many years earlier, the black histori­ 
an, W. E. B. DuBois, had written that 
“despite everything, the 15th Amendment 
and that alone struck the death knell of 
slavery.” But the 15th Amendment did 
not begin taking nationwide effect until it 
was put into specific law in August, 1965, 
with a stroke of Lyndon Johnson’s pen on 
the voting rights bill. 
Since then, the number of black Ameri­ 
cans registered to vote has multiplied 
manifold, especially in the South. The 
number h o l d i n g elected office has 
climbed even faster. Someday those fig­ 
ures will be in proportion to the black 
percentage of our population, and the 
15th Amendment will be a reality instead 
of a promise. 
WHEN IT IS, one of the Americans 
most responsible will be a Texan, a man 
who grew up in a latitude south of every 
state capital in Dixie and who dragged 
through Congress the greatest flood ol 
social legislation in our history. Antipov­ 
erty war, Medicare, aid to education, the 
Great Society — the list of accomplish­ 
ments in the J o h n s o n years runs on. 
Walter Lippmann, who could never be 
accused of a bias toward Johnson, wrote 
that “he’s done what President Kenned j 
could not have done had he lived.” 
And the single field in which his im 
press was greatest was civil rights, wher­ 
ein he proved that it is a great mistake t< 
judge a man by his accent.

The Hicksian Theory: Don't

A Sausalito city councilman 
has fired a shot which conceiv­ 
ably could ricochet from here 
to Washington, D.C., and send 
fatcat bureaucrats and politi­ 
cians scurrying in all direc­ 
tions. 
Councilman Wyman Hicks's 
modest proposal is as simple as 
it is startling: He believes the 
City-of Sausalito should’ cut its 
proposed $1.8 million budget by 
one-third.

to scrounge around for more 
and more income. 
To see that Hicks has a point, 
one need only look around at 
what’s been happening: 
The population of Sausalito 
has increased about 15 per cent 
in the last 10 years, from 5,331 
to 6,159. But during the same 
period the city’s budget has 
g r o w n 300 per cent, from ’ 
$391,740 in 1960 to $1,504,628 in 
1970. 
Ten years ago Marin County 
had 146,046 persons; today the 
county’s population is 204,046, 
about a 39 per cent jump. Yet 
the county’s budget has risen 
about 230 per cent, from 11.6 to 
$37 million. 
The state’s population grew 
about 25 per cent in the last 
decade, while the budget soared 
from 2.3 to 6.7 billion, just less 
than 300 per cent. 


IF WE LISTEN to the politi- 
cans who seem so eager to talk 
about “ the real problem.” we 
know that welfare is to blame 
for strangling taxes. But is it 
really? 
Admittedly 
welfare 
costs are high, but that is far 
from the complete story. 


Too often, I think, politicians 
have turned welfare into an in­ 
flammatory issue in order to 
camouflage their own rampant 
spending. The politieans figure, 
I suppose, that if taxpayers are 
angry at those welfare recipi­ 
ents, they will be less likely to 
seek out the real culprits. 
If Councilman Hicks actually 
achieves success with his pro­ 
posal, there could be repercus­ 
sions all over the place. And 
Sausalito doesn’t spend a cent 
for welfare in its budget. 
Of course the cutting would 
have to be done by an auditor 
who was also a lobbyist for the 
general public. Otherwise, the 
first mention of a reduction in 
expenditures would have offi­ 
cials claiming that such necess­ 
ities as police protection and 
social security would have to be 
the first to go. They wouldn’t 
talk much about their myriad 
councils, consultants, junkets, 
vehicles, and committees. 
It could be that people might 
even come to realize that taxes 
will continue to go up unless the 
taxpayers 
get 
together 
and 
really put their feet down. They 
could even decide to see what’s 
up — besides welfare costs — in 
San Rafael, Sacramento and 
Washington.

Drayton Nejaim went into hid­ 
ing Friday after his wife ac­ 
cused him k i d n a p i n g and 
torturing her to force her to 
resign from the state Legisla­ 
ture and a d m i t she was the 
mistress of 40 men. He told 
police he would turn himself in 
next week when things calmed 
down. 
The p o l i c e Friday set up 
roadblocks around Recife, Cap­ 
ital of Bahia States to capture 
Nejaim after his wife was tak­ 
en to a hospital with broken 
bones in her arms and burns 
and bruises all over her body. 
Araci Nejaim, 40, told a state 
assembly investigating commit­ 
tee her husband had kept her 
on a remote farm and tortured 
her until she resigned from the 
state 
legislature, 
signed 
a 
confession that she was the 
mistress of 40 important gov­ 
ernment figures, and signed 
over all her estate to his name. 
Drayton, formerly a rich land 
owner and mayor or Caruaru is 
in hiding. He told his lawyer he 
would turn himself in when 
public opinion was less violent.

THE LATEST COST estimate 
for putting welfare mothers and 
the few male adults in welfare 
families to work is $3.4 billion 
in just the first full year, start-, 
ing July 1,1972. 
In the first year it will cost; 
$900 million to set up day care 
centers across the country to 
take care of the children while 
their mothers are away from 
the home, $500 million to give 
others training; $800 million to 
pay for 200,000 new public serv­ 
ice jobs in hospitals, schools, 
sanitation 
departments, 
and 
city halls; $100 million for var­ 
ious other support services and 
a whopping $1.1 billion just to 
administer the program.

That’s why I 
can do what I do, because he 
gets right in there and helps 
me,” she says, a d d i n g that 
while he makes frames in the 
evening, she makes the coffee 
and keeps him company. 
“Some artists sit up all night 
working, but I could not do 
that. I have an old-fashioned 
hang-up that evenings are for 
my husband.” 


ALTHOUGH HER children 
wear smocks, paint spots are 
unavoidable. Mary Ellen works 
mostly with washable acrylics 
now because, when Diane was 
two, she squeezed a tube of red 
oil paint all over.

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SMART SHOPPER 
Juice Standards 
Brew Confusion 


By ARTHUR E.ROWSE 
WASHINGTON — One of the most confus­ 
ing — and most lucrative — places in the 
average supermarket is the shelf containing 
fruit beverages. 
Few shoppers apparently are aware of the 
substantial differences in products bearing 
such terms as “juice,” “juice drink,” “break­ 
fast drink,” “fruit drink,” “juice ade,” “juice 
cocktail” and “juice nectar.” 
And few people are aware of how little fruit 
juice is contained in all of these 
products except “juice.” Feder­ 
al regulations require that any­ 
thing labeled simply as “juice” 
must consist entirely of the nat­ 
ural juice of the fruit in ques­ 
tion. 
But there are no Federal 
standards specifying the pro­ 
portion of natural juice in the 
other products that are often 
labeled, advertised and pro- 
m o t e d to look like the real 
thing.

Unwanted Noise 
May Be Harmful 


A Wisconsin psychiatrist has 
observed that unwanted noise 
inside the home may be con­ 
tributing to marriage difficul­ 
ties and the generation gap. 
The physician, Dr. Jack C. 
Westman, discussing the results 
of a study on the subject, said 
that planning of homes “does 
not recognize that adults re­ 
quire areas in which reduced 
activity and reduced sound pro­ 
mote relaxation, and in sharp 
contrast, that children require 
areas where increased activity 
and increased sound production 
promote relaxation.” 


SHE POINTED out that the 
Food and Drug Administration 
has been trying for nearly sev­ 
en years to set standards. Lack 
of agreement among major pro­ 
ducers and natural differences 
between Florida and California 
oranges have blocked accept­ 
ance of any standards. 
The 
proposed 
standards 
would require at least 50 per 
cent juice in anything labeled 
“juice-drink,” at least 25 per 
cent juice in anything called 
“ade” and at least 10 per cent 
juice in products called fruit 
“drinks.” 
As it is, fruit drink products 
are required to list their ingre­ 
dients in descending order of 
importance, 
but few buyers 
stop to read the list. If they did, 
they would find that water and 
sugar usudlly top the list. 
But the list does not show 
proportions. And few producers 
are ready to start revealing 
percentages. For they would 
show that the amount of added 
water in fruit drinks may ex­ 
ceed 90 per cent. 


THE “NATURAL” flavoring 
mentioned on some labels is not 
full natural juice but concentra­ 
tions of juice or parts of the 
fruit, such as the highly fla­ 
vored rind of oranges. 
Vitamin C is added to many 
orange concoctions 
to make 
them more like real juice, but 
the amounts added are some­ 
times far less than labels im­ 
ply. The F e d e r a l T r a d e 
Commission has issued several 
complaints against such prod­ 
ucts in recent months. 
If all this leaves you confused 
over how to get your money’s 
worth in fruit beverages, you 
can be sure of at l e a s t one 
term : the word “juice.” 
Products such as apple juice, 
orange juice, pineapple juice 
and pear j u i c e not only are 
natural juices but they are in­ 
variably more nutritious than 
any imitations.

'Romeo and Juliet' A Brilliant Show

It was one of Seiji Ozawa's 
most brilliant “ shows” when he 
closed the San Francisco Sym­ 
phony’s second annual Marin 
series Saturday night at Terra 
Linda High School gymnasium 
with “ Four Views of Romeo 
and Juliet."

What a terrific dancer he 
would make! Yet no show busi­ 
ness gymnastics resulted in ex­ 
cessive flamboyance. 
The first two musical view's 
of the Shakespearean tragedy 
strongly emphasized lyricism 
— the opening love music from 
Berlioz’s 
symphony 
“ Romeo 
and Juliet” and Tchaikovsky’s 
fantasy-overture of the same 
name. The last two views were 
modern dynamic and rhythmic 
realizations of the tneme in 
dance. These were selections 
from suites 1 and 2 of Proko­ 
fiev's ballet “ Romeo and Ju­ 
liet” and the symphonic dances 


from Bernstein’s “ West Side 
Story,” a contemporary version 
of the theme in a set in a New 
York ghetto. 
Apparently audience reaction 
and perhaps performance was 
quite different in Marin from 
those at the regular San Fran­ 
cisco series in the opera house, 
for the opening Berlioz love mu­ 
sic. though exquisite in every 
detail, was low key, while the 
Tchaikovsky 
fantasy-overture 
was a smash hit. Part of the 
reason for this popularity may 
have been the familiarity of the 
famed love melody.

Ozawa brought out all the 
driving rhythms of the Proko­ 
fiev so clearly that it was diffi­ 
cult to understand how the

impossible as a dance vehicle. 
It sounds almost conservative 
now as a result of avant garde 
dance developments. 
The 
Bernstein 
symphonic

wa’s affinity for artistic expres­ 
sion of the contemporary scene.

Season to taste with lots 
of good humor and you have a 
fine afternoon at the 54th an­ 
nual Mountain Play. 
Those who missed the Tamal-

tion’s show yesterday in the 
open-air Sidney B.

The play i t s e l f , John M. 
Synge’s “ Playboy of the West­ 
ern World,” while not inciden­ 
tal, certainly is only part of the 
show.

It’s an Herculean task to 
take Synge’s classic mixture of 
the comic, the sardonic and the 
tender, written originally for 
the i n t i m a c y of the Abby 
Theatre where it first hit the 
boards in 1906 (causing riots 
incidently,) and adapt it to the 
open air 5000 seat, cloud and 
mountain 
backdrop 
against 
which it was presented. 
Somehow set-designer Wil­ 
liam Carson, and the cast, aid­ 
ed and abbetted by a couple of 
ducks, some chickens, a horse 
and a goat — the latter paraded 
through the “ house” during in­ 
termission to the delight of 
everyone — managed to hack it 
and the result, while not quite 
what S y n g e had in mind 63 
years ago, certainly had its 
merits.

New St. Mary's 
Outshines Music

SAN FRANCISCO - Attend­ 
ing the Winifred Baker-conduct­ 
ed Bach B M i n o r Ma s s 
yesterday in the new St. Mary’s 
Cathedral was an awe-inspiring 
experience. 


Packed with more than 2,500 
persons, with many standing 
and even seated on the floor, 
the cathedral itself was the ma­ 
jor source of wonder because of 
its breathtaking beauty. 


A picture of inexpressible 
grandeur was presented by the 
175-voice 
combined 
Winifred 
Baker Chorale from Marin and 
San Francisco Civic Chorale, 
four solists and a 23-piece or­ 
chestra positioned under the 
196-foot spotlighted apex of the 
soaring roof, from which hung 
an enormous pyramid of glit­ 
tering crystal rods. Said to rep- 
r e s e n t the mercy of God 
descending, it had the effect of 
an extraordinary halo. 
.Another visual wonder rising 
some distance to the right was 
the great 89-rank pipe organ 
looking like a gigantic piece of 
modern sculpture. Marin or­ 
ganist Wilbur Russell was at 
the console. 
The music was not quite up to 
the potential of the cathedral, 
and this was not the fault of 
conductor or performers. 
How the music was heard de­ 
pended upon where one sat. 
since seating is in the round 
with no seat further than 75 feet 
from the sanctuary. 
Walking around the perime­ 
ter I found those seated behind 
the singers, especially to the 
right, heard little, while those 


facing them or to the left re­ 
ceived the full benefit of the 
acclaimed acoustics. There the 
great climaxes and singing of 
the four excellent soloists were 
impressive, but without ampli­ 
fication and with a sound-ab­ 
sorbing capacity audience, it 
would take a chorus twice the 
size of yesterday’s to achieve 
sonority to match the magni­ 
tude of the cathedral. 
Of the four soloists Marin so­ 
prano Gwen Curatilo's voice of 
bell-like clarity carried best as 
it floated with ease and agility 
through the difficulties of the 
florid music. The other soloists 
were mezzo soprano Donna Pe­ 
tersen, tenor Dan Parkerson 
and bass James Tippey. 
Oddly enough the orchestral 
instruments were heard with 
great clarity even at the right, 
and some of the individual 
work on oboe, v i o l i n , horn, 
trumpet and flute added luster 
to the performance. 
The position of the organ at 
some distance from the singers 
caused some difficulties be­ 
cause of time lag, and neither 
the artistry of Russell nor the 
potentialities of the great organ 
could be heard to advantage 
because he was forced to play it 
mostly as a continuo or back­ 
ground rather than solo instru­ 
ment. 
Organ lovers should watch 
for the next organ concert. 
Everything considered, it was 
a memorable day for Marin 
musicians, since the 75 singers 
in the Winifred Baker Chorale 
and many of the instrumental­ 
ists were from this county.

made others feel sympathetic 
for an outsider who was ill or 
drunk, and still others some­ 
what anxious as to whether he 
was going to upset the show. At 
any rate fewT in his vicinity paid 
the slightest attention to the 
goings-on of the cast until it 
became apparent he was one of 
them. 
As the play neared its climax 
Pegeen began blowing on the 
hearth with a bellows and “ real 
smoke” started coming from 
the chimney top. Play again 
forgotten, most of the audience 
was saying “ Gee, look at the 
real smoke. Isn’t that great!” 
Those are minor items but 
they’ll give the cast an oppor­ 
tunity to beef about how the 
viewers just don’t understand 
true artistry! 
The cast is well balanced — 
no small achievement in itself 
— and comes from Novato to 
Daly City, plus points in be­ 
tween. They’ve been working 
without pay since February and 
have a group accomplishment 
of which they justly may be 
proud.

What appears to be a show­ 
down between parents of men­ 
tally 
retarded 
students and 
Tamalpais High School District 
officials charged with operating 
a “ special education program” 
will come before the district 
board tonight. It will meet at 8 
p.m. at the R e d w o o d High 
School faculty lounge. 
According to some parents, 
who have grouped themselves 
under the banner of Citizens 
Association for Special Educa­ 
tion (CASE)i the controversy is 
two-pronged) 
It arises, they say, from the 
district’s reluctance to upgrade 
a badly out-of-state program 
and deficiencies in the teaching 
staff itself. 
On the other hand, officials 
directly responsible for the pro­ 
gram say parents have refused 
to work with teachers in mak­ 
ing program changes but that 
teachers 
nevertheless 
have 
“ worked diligently” to improve 
the program in areas of parent 
concern. 
“ It is the opinion of the staff 
that the charges of incompet­ 
ence leveled against staff mem­ 
bers are based m a i n l y on 
personal issues,’ says Dr. Janet 
M. Lyon, director of special ed­ 
ucation. 
The issues first came before 
district trustees last summer 
when parents charged their 
children were being “ treated as 
outcasts” by some teachers and 
students at Tamalpais High 
School in Mill Valley where the 
program is located. 
The district board then re­ 
ferred the matter to Supt. Wil­ 
ber D. Hawkins who assured 
the board he would resolve the 
matter at staff level. 
Following a series of meet­ 
ings with parents, the district 


hired Carlos O. Lopez of the 
Pajaro Valley Unified School 
District, to evaluate the pro­ 
gram. 
Carlos's report was submitted 
Dec. 30 and contained many 
recommendations — most of 
them still awaiting action — for 
bringing the program not only 
up to state standards but up to 
standards which have generally 
been practiced elsewhere in the 
state for years. 
Supt. Hawkins last week told 
the board that “ the consultant 
concluded that the program 
was an excellent one.” 
The board, which was sched­ 
uled to discuss the program 
with parents, declined such dis- 
c u s s i o n last week saying it 
would have to be done in closed 
s e s s i o n 
because 
charges 
against two teachers were in­ 
separable from the program it­ 
self. 
It set a closed session for 
t o n i g h t to delve into the 
charges. 
The board subsequently re­ 
versed itself, however, and said 
the charges and the program 
would have to be handled sepa­ 
rately. 
To be discussed tonight in 
open session are parent charges 
that the program is years be­ 
hind times, reflects a philoso­ 
phy that 
mentally retarded 
students can’t learn, and has 
f a i l e d to comply with state 
law’s, regulations and recom­ 
mendations. 
Charges against two of the 
program’s three teachers, will 
be heard in closed session. 
Those charges, according to 
material supplied by the dis­ 
trict, include frequent absense 
from the classrooms, little con­ 
cern for the students and in one 
case, ineptitude.

Dr. Dynoske’s offices were at

Francisco. 
Both funerals will be held out 
of state. Services for Dr. Dy­ 
noske will be held in West Mi- 
flin, Pa. and, for Dr. Downey, 
in Oregon.

PHYSICIANS may never go on strike be­ 
cause too many of their patients might get 
well without their help. Many disorders im­ 
prove spontaneously. Cold sufferers might be 
uncomfortable for a few days, but they would 
soon appreciate the old saying about the 
respiratory disorder — “seven days with a 
doctor and a week without.” Those riddled 
with anxieties and frustrations might shake in 
their boots for a week or two but their reward 
might be a new lease on life when they 
discover that many of their

fears never materialized and 
that they can manage without 
tranquilizers. The same can be 
said for those with headaches, 
indigestion, backache, hemor­ 
rhoids and other self-limiting

BUT MEDICAL CARE is in­ 
dispensable for ailments that 
might be fatal, incapacitating 
or disabling. One form of treat­ 
ment — surgery — also is need­ 
ed apropos the saying, “If you 
can’t cure it, cut it out.” 
Dozens of emergencies re­ 
quire prompt, skilled care, and 
for these we could not do with­ 
out our physicians. Accidents 
kill 115,000 in this country an­ 
nually but 10 times this number 
are disabled and 100 times as 
many are in need of medical 
care. 
A WOMAN in labor waits for 
no man. N a t u r e knows best 
provided there are no complica­ 
tions. If there are, she wants a 
well t r a i n e d doctor. A pro­ 
longed strike is most unlikely 
but should it occur those with 
heart attacks and strokes might 
be forced to return to treat­ 
ments popular at the turn of the 
century. 
Thirty years ago, 90 per cent 
of our modern medicines were 
unknown.

Marin's Miracle Drive To Championship

Marin Catholic High School 
baseball coach Gary Hughes 
was counting his blessings Fri­ 
day n i g h t , but he was also 
counting something more sub­ 
stantial. Like the $470 people 
paid to see his Wildcats win the 
Marin County Athletic League 
pennant. 
Nearly 2,000 fans jammed 
San Rafael’s Albert Park' as 
Marin Catholic defeated Terra 
Linda, 7-4, thereby overtaking 


the staggering Novato Hornets 
for the championship. It was 
probably the largest crowd ever 
to watch a r e g u l a r season 
MCAL game, and it p r o v e d 
without a doubt that night base­ 
ball, which Hughes brought to 
Marin this year, can be suc­ 
cessful at the high school level. 
As for his blessings, Hughes 
remarked 
afterward, 
‘‘It’s 
amazing how everything just 
fell into place. The tremendous 
amount of1 things that had to 


happen and did to allow us to 
get in.” 
He pointed out that witl\ bare­ 
ly half the s e a s o n over, his 
team was 4-3-1 while Novato 
was running away from the 
pace at 7-1. Then, however, 
what had to happen began. No­ 
vato went belly up, losing three 
of its last four, while Marin 
Catholic won its last six in a 
row. 
The whiz-kid finish was even 
more remarkable because only 


one player in the lineup is a 
senior. That’s Tom Olson, the 
winning pitcher in the final four 
league games. He wasn’t at his 
best Friday night, but still went 
the distance. ‘‘I would have 
g o n e with him till the cows 
came home,” Hughes said of 
the four-year varsity veteran. 
With the MCAL title comes 
the right to r e p r e s e n t the 
league in the annual Redwood 
Tournament 
of 
Champions, 
which opens Thursday at Al­ 


bert. The Wildcats have been 
there twice, in 1967, and the 
following year, when they be­ 
came the only Marin team ever 
to win it. 
This year, if only because of 
their youth, they wear the un­ 
derdog label, but don’t count 
them out. Before the title game 
Friday night, Hughes told the 
team, 
‘‘Everybody’s 
talking 
about how good we’ll be next 
year. As far as I’m concerned, 
next year starts tonight.”

HOUSTON (UPI)—With the 
help of Ron B r y a n t , Bobby 
Bonds, Jerry J o h n s o n and 
Houston’s Jim Wynn, the San 
Francisco Giants finally broke 
the Astrodome jinx. 
Bryant pitched eight strong 
innings, Johnson tossed a quick 
inning of relief to shut off a 
mild H o u s t o n threat in the 
ninth and Bonds drove in three 
runs with three hits Sunday as 
the Giants socked the Astros, 
7-4. 
Centerfielder 
Wynn contri- 
bued to the victory by misplay- 
ing a Bonds single that turned 
into a triple, bobbling a single 
that allowed a run to score and 
popping up to the infield in the 
fifth when the A s t r o s had a 
chance for a rally. 


The win snapped an eight- 
game Giants losing streak in 
the Astrodome and prevented 
Houston from 
sweeping the 
three-game series. Before Sun­ 
day’s game, San Francisco had 
won only three of its last 21 
games in the temperature-con­ 
trolled dome. 
The Giants are off today be­ 
fore opening a three-game se­ 
ries with Los Angeles, where 
they have a perfect opportunity 
to increase their nine-game Na­ 
tional League West lead over 
the second place Dodgers.

Tom Dooley, Goetz Klopfer 
and Bill Ranney, all teachers at 
SRHS, finished first, second 
and seventh respectively yes­ 
terday in the National Senior 
Amateur Athletic Union 20-kilo­ 
meter walk through Golden 
Gate Park in San Francisco. 
All three were representing 
the Athens Track Club, and 
Dooley and Klopfer won the 
right to represent this country 
in the U.S. — Russian World 
Meet in Berkeley, July 2-3, and 
the Pan Amarican games in 
Columbia in August. 
Dooley, a 26-year-old physical 
education teacher, covered the

If there’s one thing Ray Sa- 
decki has learned during his 14 
years in professional baseball, 
it would have to be patience.

It takes something else to 
make good use of the infrequent 
opportunities. 


Sadecki, who won 20 games 
for the world champion St.

he allowed hard-hitting Atlanta 
only five hits as the New York 
Mets downed the Braves, 4-0. 
Sadecki walked only one batter 
and struck out six as a crowd of 
50,999 watched the contest at 
Shea Stadium. 


“ I’ve only pitched 15 2-3 in­ 
nings,” Sadecki said after his 
fine triumph. “ But I under­ 
stand the situation on this club 
and I can’t get too upset about 
not playing more. We have sev­ 
eral good strong starters and 


o n 1 y a few off days in the 
schedule, so it’s tough to get 
anyone else in the rotation. 
“It makes me feel real good 
to do the job. With a staff as 
strong and as deep as ours, you 
tell me who they’re going to sit 
down. After you’ve pitched 
around and have a chance to 
analyze things, it’s easier to 
accept being a relief pitcher. 
This would be a terrible job 
with a second-division club, but 
with a winner it’s not too bad.” 
Thanks to Sadecki’s second 
victory in as many decisions, 
the Mets maintained their slim 
edge on first place in the Na­ 
tional League’s East Division, 
five percentage points in front 
of the Cardinals, who whipped 
the San Diego Padres, 6-1. 
The San Francisco Giants, 
meantime, stretched their West 
Division lead to nine full games 
as they beat the Houston As­ 
tros, 7-4. In other games, the 
Cincinnati Reds nipped the 
Philadelphia Phils, 4-3, the Los 
Angeles Dodgers tripped the 
Chicago Cubs, 4-3, and the Mon­ 
treal Expos beat the Pittsburgh 
Pirates, 4-2.

Should we 
hold this stock or sell and 
increase some other holding?

Textile 
manufacturers 
have been hard hit in the last 
year by general economic slug­ 
gishness, foreign competition 
and consumer resistance in the 
“hemline” battle. Dan River 
has reported deficits in four of 
the last five quarters. For the 
most r e c e n t period — the 
March quarter — sales gained 7 
per cent but a deficit of 11 cents 
a share was reported. 
Knitted textiles have enjoyed 
strong demand and last year 
Dan River’s sales in this area 
were up 70 per cent. Corduroy 
sales were also strong. Carpet, 
lighter w-eight fabrics, sheeting 
and yarns, which account for 73 
per cent of sales, were very 
slow to move. However, turn­ 
over of these products is ex­ 
pected to pick up and should 
enable Dan River to show a 
profit for the year. I look for a 
good level of recovery in this 
group and would not advise dis­ 
posing of these shares at this 
time.

Charles Beaghan — decided to 
program a computer to ferret 
out scholarship information. Six 
months ago they went to David 
North & Associates, Inc., a 
management consultant firm in 
New York, to see how to set a 
broad base for the operation. 
David North s u g g e s t e d 
banks. 
Since May 1, 35 banks with 
more than 600 branches around 
th country have signed up with 
the service. Seventy other ap­ 
plications are pending and 400 
are expected to be in the schol­ 
arship research business by 
midsummer. American Fletch­ 
er National Bank of Indianapo­ 
lis had 2,000 applications in the 
first 10 days, according to 
North. The Western Pennslvan- 
ia National Bank of Pittsburgh 
ran out of application forms 
just handling its own employ­ 
ees. 
The applicant goes to a bank 
with such a service and fills out 
a five page questionnaire. He 
gets back a computerized prin­ 
tout suggesting scholarship or 
other college financial aid for 
which he may be eligible and 
details on how, when and where 
to apply for it. For a fee of $20 
each applicant receives a mini­ 
mum of 10 “leads” to financial 
aid. No charge is made if the 
computer fails to provide at 
least 10 scholarship or grant 
items. 
Grants ranging from $100 to 
full tuition, board and room are 
in this data bank. Donors in­ 
clude unions, fraternal organi­ 
zations. foundations, local, state 
and federal agencies, military 
auxiliary organizations, indus­ 
trial groups* corporations and 
educational institutions. 
Financial need is not a deter­ 
rent in qualifying. 
For example, an American 
Indian living in New York state 
and desiring a career in agri­ 
culture can apply to Cornell 
University for a tuition grant. 
Any student with the surname 
“Leavenworth” can apply to 
Yale for a $900 annual tuition 
grant thanks to a fund estab­ 
lished by a Yale graduate inter­ 
ested 
in 
perpetuating 
this 
family name. 
“The response has been ex­ 
traordinary,” 
said 
North. 
“We’ve had letters from de­ 
scendants of Pocahontas and 
General Custer, members of 
the Daughters of the American 
Revolution, an Eskimo from_ 
Point Barrow, Alaska, and a" 
student in Uganda, Africa.”
